Career Guidance Plan 


Details of the Army’s Career Guidance 
Plan for Warrart Officers and Enlisted 
Personnel will be promulgated shortly in 
a comprehensive circular, salient ex- 
cerpts from which have been released as 
follows: 

1. The Department of the Army announces 
the implementation of the Career Guidance 
Plan for Warrant Officers and Enlisted Per- 
sonnel, effective 1 August 1948, 

2. The implementing circular outlines clas- 
sification assignment and promotion feature 
for enlisted personnel in general, and in con- 
junction with a separate circular for Food 
Service Personnel, implements the Food Ser- 
vice Career Field, completely as a “Pilot” 
model to determine what changes, if any, are 
necessary before the implementation of addi- 
tional Career Fields. 

3. Enlisted Grade Structure.—a, Effective 
1 August, 1948 the grade structure for enlisted 
personnel will consist of seven pay grades 
with the new titles indicated:

b, Effective 1 August 1948 the new pay 
grade titles prescribed above will replace 
titles presently in use. Enlisted personnel 
will be converted to new pay grade titles ap- 
propriate to their actual pay grade in accord- 
ance with a above. 

ce. Effective 1 August, 1948 the non-commis- 
Sioned officer corps will consist of the first 
four pay grades only. 

4. Conversion of Enlisted Titles of Rank.— 
a. New warrants, WDAGO Form 58 will be 
issued for all personnel in grades two, three 
and four in consonance with the pay grade 
titles above. Warrants will not be issued for 
personnel below the fourth pay grade. 

b. Effective 1 August, 1948 substitution of 
the new pay grade titles for old pay grade 
titles will automatically be made in the ad- 
ministration of any appropriate directive con- 
taining reference to pay grade titles. 

ce. Grades and titles contained in current 
T/O&E will be translated to conform to the 
new pay grades and titles. Changes to cur- 
rent tables will not be submitted solely for 
the reason of changing grades and titles or 
recapitulations summaries therein. Designa- 
tion of grades and titles in any new T/O&E 
submitted for publication on or after 1 
August, 1948 will conform to the new pay 
grade titles in Par, 4 above. 

d. The following personnel records will be 
modified by the appropriate custodian to in- 
dicate the conversion of enlisted titles of 
rank as specified below: 

(1) WDAGO Form 20— 

Item 28—Line out current grade and enter 
new grade title, 

Item 29—"“Line out current grade and enter 
new grade title.” 

(2) WDAGO Form 24 A— 

Section 9—Convert to new pay grade title. 

Section 12—Record converted pay grade 
date and this Circular as authority for con- 
version. 

e. Effective 1 August, 1948 separation rec- 
ords, issued to discharged personnel, will 
use new pay grade titles. 

f. Effective 1 August, 1948 recruiting per- 
sonnel will use, in preparing enlistment rec- 
ords, the new pay grade titles appropriate 
to the grade in which enlisted. 

g. Recruiting personnel and other agencies 
accomplishing enlistments or reenlistments 
under Circular 66, 1948, WD pamphlet 12-16, 
1946, or other appropriate directives covering 
the determination of grade upon enlistments, 
will insure, in determining the appropriate 
grade for enlistments or reenlistments that 
pay grade titles used prior to 1 August, 1948 
are properly converted to the appropriate pay 
grade title indicated in Paragraph 3 above 
for the grade in which the individual is en- 
titled to be enlisted. 

5. Technician Titles.—Effective 1 August 
1948 technician titles of rank prescribed by 
Paragraph 8, AR 615-5 are abolished. Enlist- 
ed men who on that date hold appointments 
as Technician Fifth Grade, Technician 
Fourth Grade, or Technician Third Grade 
will be converted to the new pay grade title 
appropriate to their current pay grade. Ap- 
propriate warrants, WDAGO Form 538, indi- 
cating new pay grade titles will be issued

for personnel in the fourth and third pay 
grade. 

6. First Sergeant Title.—The title of First 
Sergeant is not a pay grade title. It remains 
an occupational title appropriate to a first 
grade position of such special importance in 
the non-commissioned officer corps that dis- 
tinctive insignia of grade is provided (See 
Fig. 1). 

7. New Enlisted Insignia of Grade.—a. 
Effective 1 August 1948 there are established 
two types of enlisted insignia of grade. 

(1) Combat insignia worn by combat per- 
sonnel which will be gold color background 
with dark blue color chevrons, arcs, and 
lozenge. 

(2) Non-combat insignia worn by non- 
combat personnel which will be dark blue 
color background with gold color chevrons, 
ares, and lozenge. 

b, Both types of grade insignia will be on 
an embroidered background 2 inches in width 
forming 1/8 inch edging around the entire 
insignia and between each chevron and arm. 

ec. Except for color, combat insignia will

d, Listed below are the appropriate in- 
signia for each grade: 

First grade—three chevrons above three 
arcs—(See Fig. 1). 

Second grade—three chevrons abeve two 
ares—(See Fig. 1). 

Third grade—three chevrons above one are

Fourth grade—three chevrons—(See Fig, 1). 

Fifth grade—two chevrons—(See Fig. 1). 

Sixth grade—one chevron—(See Fig. 1). 

Seventh grade—no chevrons. 

e, First Sergeants will wear the grade in- 
signia of the first grade with the addition 
of a lozenge between the chevrons and the 
ares. (See Fig. 1). 

f. Enlisted insignia of grade will be worn 
on the outer half of both sleeves, point up, 
midway between the elbow and top of the 
sleeve on all coats, jackets, overcoat, and the 
shirt when worn without the coat, and on 
work clothing. (See Fig. 2.) 

g. The new enlisted insignia of grade will 
be issued on or after 1 August, 1948 when 
locally stocked, in priority: 

(1) Combat chevrons will replace present 
chevrons, including technicians insignia, in 
appropriate cases, 

(2) Non-combat chevrons will replace pres- 
ent chevrons for non-combat personnel as the 
supply permits. 

8. Definition of Combat Personnel.—a. Com- 
bat personnel are defined, for the purpose of 
determining entitlement to combat insignia 
of grade, as all personnel assigned to the 
designated combat units listed below: 

(1) Infantry, Armored and Airborne Divi- 
sions (including 1st Cavalry Division) and 
component units thereof. 

(2) Infantry and Armored-Cavalry units. 

(3) Artillery 75mm How; 105mm How or 
155mm How Battalions; 8 inch gun, 8 inch 
How, 155mm gun, 240mm gun and 240mm 
How Battalions; Field Artillery Observation 
Battalions. 

(4) Engineer Special 
ponent units thereof. 

(5) Engineer ComDat Battalions, 

(6) Chemical Mortar Battalions. 

(7) Constabulary Brigades, Regiments and 
Squadrons and component units thereof. 

b. Action may be initiated by Theater and 
ZI Army commanders and other commanders 
under the Department of the Army to recom- 
mend the designation of additional type units 
other than those defined above as combat 
units. Such action will be forwarded through 
channels to the Department of the Army for 
approval. 

9. Changes in Entitlement for Combat In- 
signia.—a, Personnel once entitled by virtue 
of assignment to one of the combat units 
listed in par 9 a above or to units specifically 
designated as combat by the Department of 
the Army under par 9 b above will retain their 
right to wear combat insignia of grade dur- 
ing any interim assignment in any pipeline 
status until permanently reassigned to units 
not designated as combat. 

b. Personnel once entitled to combat insig- 


Brigades and com- 





nia are authorized to retain the same when 
permanently reassigned to the following 
types of duties for the duration of such tours 
of duty: 

(1) Recruiting duties. 

(2) Civilian component duties. 

(3) Duties in connection with instruction 
in basic training, or in Infantry, Artillery, 
Armored, Engineer, Signal, or Chemical 
Corps branch training, or in the Infantry, 
Artillery, Armored, Ground General, Engi- 
neer, Signal, or Chemical Corps Schools. 

10. Combat Commanders Insignia.—a. To 
further distinguish those enlisted personnel 
who must exercise combat command as com- 
bat leaders over combat personnel, there is 
authorized for wear a “Combat Commanders 
Insignia.” 

b, For the purpose of determining authori- 
zation to the Combat Commanders Insignia, 
Combat leaders are defined as assigned en- 
listed personnel in grade four or above who 
occupy command positions in the chain of 
command in combat units listed in par 8 a 
above or specifically designated as such by 
the Department of the Army under par 8 b 
above. 

c. This insignia will be a green cloth tab, 1 
inch wide, worn in the middle of both shoul- 
der straps. (See Fig. 3) 

d. Combat Commanders Insignia will cease 
to be worn when an individual entitled there- 
to is reassigned from a command position or 
from a combat unit, as defined in par 8 above, 
which entitled him to such insignia. 

11, General.—AR 615-5 and the provisions 
below will govern promotion of enlisted per- 
sonnel not classified into any career field. 
Upon the introduction of a career field and 
the classification of individuals into that field 
the promotion procedures of Section XI will 
apply to such personnel. 

12. Abolition of Temporary Promotions.— 
Circular 91, D/A, 1948 provided for the aboli- 
tion of temporary promotions effective 31 
March, 1948 and made permanent all enlisted 
grades then held. Except as provided in Sec- 
tion X as a result of reclassification proceed- 
ings, job proficiency examinations are not 
utilized in the career guidance program to de- 
termine any individual’s right to retain his 
current permanent grade. 

13, Promotion to Grade ~ For Individuals 
Completing 13 Weeks of Basic Training.—a. 
Paragraph 1-c, AR 615-5 governs promotion 
from grade 7 to grade 6 of individuals com- 
pleting 13 weeks of basic training until the 
introduction of the combination written and 
demonstration Basic Military Subjects Tests, 

b. When the combined Basic Military Sub- 
jects Tests are introduced by separate Army 
Department directive, they will be adminis- 
tered to all recruits at the end of a 13 week 
basic training cycle by Training Divisions or 
by any other unit providing 13 weeks basic 
training to recruits. 

(1) Recruits who attain an appropriate 
qualifying score on these combined basic 
training determinant tests may be promoted 
by the Training Division or other agency ad- 
ministeritig 13 weeks of basic training with- 
out regard to any unit vacancy provided: 

(a) The individual recruit is in promotable 
status, and 

(b) The individual is recommended by his 
immediate unit commander for promotion, 

(2) Recruits who fail to obtain a qualify- 
ing score on these combined basic training 
determinant tests will be ordered before the 
Classification Board of the Training Division, 
or other unit administering 13 weeks of basic 
training, for reclassification. 

c, Individuals who have not been promoted 
to grade 6 upon completion of 13 weeks of 
basic training may be thereafter promoted 
to grade 6 by the company or comparable 
commander of the unit to which such in- 
dividuals are subsequently permanently as- 
signed when: 

(1) The individual 
status, and 

(2) The individual has had a minimum of 
four months total service, and 

(3) The unit commander is satisfied that 
the individual is qualified for promotion. 

d. Individuals who do not meet these stand- 
ards for promotion to grade 6 within 6 months 
of permanent assignment after completion of 
13 weeks of basic training will be referred 
to an appropriate Classification Board for 
reclassification. 

14. Promotion to Grade 6 for Individuals 
Completing Less Than 13 Weeks Basic Train- 
ing.—a, Notwithstanding the provisions of 
paragraph i-c, AR 615-5, individuals, who 
have completed a basic training program of 
less than 13 weeks duration, may not be 
promoted to grade 6 by Training Division

ec. An individual who has held a higher 
grade than 7 but has been reduced under AR 
615-5 to the 7th grade, or has enlisted in the 
7th grade after prior service in any of the 
Armed Forces, may be immediately promoted 
by the company or comparable unit command- 
er without regard to vacancies within h‘s unit 
if the individual meets the requirements of a 
above. 

15. Promotion From Grade 6 to Grade 5.—a, 
Effective 1 August 18 promotion authorities 
specified in AR 615-5 may promote grade 6 
enlisted men who have not been classified 
into a career field to grade 5 when the indi- 
vidual has satisfactorily served 12 months in 
grade 6 notwithstanding the fact that there 
is no grade 5 vacancy within the unit. How- 
ever, promotions to grade 5 without regard 
to time in grade may continue to be made 
under AR 615-5 to fill authorized position 
vacancies within the unit,

Gen. Beach Addresses Class 


Practice of medicine in the Army de- 
mands a feeling of closeness of doctors 
to patient, with the doctor establishing a 
sympathetic understanding of the 
patient’s physical, mental and psychologi- 
cal problems, Maj. Gen. George C. Beach, 
Commanding General of Walter Reed 
General Hospital and the Army Medical 
Center, deleared to a recently graduated 
class of medical and dental interns on 
their completion of a one year course at 
Walter Reed. 

Text of General Beach’s brief address 
follows : 

“It gives me a great deal of pleasure to be 
present this afternoon for the purpose of recog- 
nizing the completion of a very important 
period in your lives, and present you certifi- 
eates certifying the satisfactory completion 
of your internship here at Walter Reed Gen- 
eral Hospital. In completing your period of 
internship, you might say, you have now ad- 
vanced from a student level to that of one of a 
general practitioner. By no manner of means 
do I wish to infer to yow gentlemen that you 
have now ceased to become students, but 
rather, in addition to being a student, you 
will now assume all of the responsibilities of 
patient care. Most of you have heard me 
speak informally many times regarding the 
important phase in the practice of medicine 
which we call doctor-patient relationship. I 
cannot emphasize too strongly the importance 
of your establishing such relationships on a 
very high plane. Most of you are going into 
the Medical Corps of the Army. Let me im- 
press upon you the only excuse for your being 
in the Army is that you are bona fide, full 
fledged Doctors of Medicine. Always be proud 
of the fact that you are a Doctor of Medicine 
and secondly, that yow have the opportunity 
of serving your country in the Medical Corps 
of the United States Army. 

Be Close to Patient 

“It is most important in the practice of 
medicine in the Army as well as in civilian 
life that you establish a feeling of closeness 
toward your patients and a sympathetic un- 


«derstanding of all his problems—physically, 


mentally and psychologically. We attempt at 
this hospital to stress very strongly this con- 
cept of close personal relationship between 
doctor and patient and I hope that in your 
past year of training here you have been 
thoroughly indoctrinated into this most Iim- 
portant phase of the career you will follow. 
If the staff of this hospital has been able to 
transmit to you an awareness of this con- 
cept, I am quite certain your year here has 
been gainfully spent. All of the professional 
skill you have acquired and the technique 
which you have developed have been added to 
this basic principle. I trust that those of you 
who leave this institution go with the feeling 
that the greatest responsibility of your pro- 
fessional life is to your patient, regardless of 
his circumstances or surroundings. Some of 
you are to remain with us, at least for the 
present, and I hope you will continue to keep 
the patient’s welfare foremost in your mind. 
On behalf of the Chiefs of Services and Sec- 
tions and your instructors during the past 
year, most of whom are present this afternoon, 
I wish to extend to you our best wishes for 
success and happiness. 
Take Pride 

“Let me repeat—always be proud you are a 
doctor: always be proud yow are an officer of 
the Medical Corps of the United States Army. 
I am quite certain from your performance here 
during the past year we will be proud of you. 
It gives me great pleasure to present to you 
these certificates which factually state what 
we already know—that you have acquitted 
yourself in a highly satisfactory manner in the 
eyes of your fellow physicians and the 
Patients here at Walter Reed General Hos- 
pital.” 

The class, under the direction of Col. 
Walter Morsund, Professional Training 
Officer, was comprised of 1st Lts. Richard 
P. Ariagne, Fred S. Glazener, John C. 
Mebane, James F. Stagg, Norris A. 
Wimberly, Joel C. Fink, John B. Zaontz, 
Thomas L. Robbins, Bobby MeVicker, all 
of the Medical Corps; and 1st Lts. Elmer 
V. Ayres, Richard P. Maloney, Hamlin 
C. McBride, and Irwin L. Burack, all 
from the Dental Corps. 

The class will now be assigned to vari- 
ous Army installations for tours of duty. 


MATS To Run Greek Air Base 


The Military Air Transport Service has 
assumed jurisdiction of the U. S. Air 
Force Detachment at Hassani Airfield, 
Athens, Greece, formerly operated by 
U. 8. Air Forces in Europe. 

The airfield is used for support of the 
U. 8. Advisory Group in Greece and as 
a way-station and refueling stop on the 
connecting route to the Pacific in MATS’ 
around the world operation. 
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Overseas Duty for Nat. Gd. & Res. 
Reserve and National Guard officers, re- 
called to extended active duty in the 
Army expansion program who have 
served less than 12 months overseas 
since 7 Dec., 1941, will be immediately 
eligible and available for duty abroad. 

This is reported in a statement from 
The Adjutant General, contents of which 
follows: 

“1. General—Reserve and National Guard 
officers, hereinafter referred to as civilian 
component officers, recalled to extended active 
duty incident to the expansion program will 
be placed, insofar as possible, in their proper 
listing on rosters for overseas service along 
with regular Army officers and non-regular 
Army officers now on extended active duty. 
This listing is a function of the branch con- 
cerned. 

“2. Specific—a. Civilian Component Officers 
with overseas credit of less than 12 months 
since 7 Dec., 1941, will be immediately eligible 
and available for overseas assignment, 

“b. Civilian Component Officers with over- 
seas credit of 12 to 24 months overseas serv- 
ice since 7 Dec., 1941, may be assigned either 
to the Zone of Interior or to overseas service 
at the discretion of the branch concerned. 
If, however, the officer is initially assigned, 
for duty, with a Zone of Interior installation 
(this will not be construed to mean for proc- 
essing) he will not be eligible for overseas 
service for 12 months. 

“c. Civilian Component Officers with more 
than 24 months of overseas credit since 7 
Dec., 1941, will be assigned to the Zone of 
the Interior for a period of at least 12 months 
prior to an overseas assignment. 

“d. Civilian Component Officers requested 
by name by a specific agency for a specific 
assignment for which they are especially 
qualified may be assigned to that activity 
without regard for overseas credit; however, 
such personnel will be eligible for overseas 
after 12 months’ assignment in the Zone of 
Interior, An exception to this stipulation is 
that officers assigned to General Staff, United 
States Army and Special Staff, United States 
Army. Except where special deferments have 
already been granted, officers with less than 
24 months’ overseas credit will serve a mini- 
mum of 2 years in this assignment, After 
this period they will be released upon request 
of their branches for overseas assignment. 
Officers with more than 24 months’ overseas 
credit who become members of the General 
Staff, United States Army or Special Staff, 
United States Army will serve a minimum of 
3 years in that assignment unless relieved at 
an earlier date in the interest of the service. 

“e. In the event an organization to which 
the Civilian Component Officers is assigned 
is ordered overseas, the provisions set forth 
above will not apply and the officer will ac- 
company the unit for duty.” 





Hoover Group Studies Defense 

General of the Army Dwight D. Bisen- 
hower, President of Columbia University, 
was the principal witness last week at the 
second meeting of the Committee on the 
National Security Organization. The 
Committee, headed by Ferdinand Pber- 
stadt, is part of the Commission on Or- 
ganization of the Executive Branch of the 
yovernment, of which former President 
Hoover is chairman. 

General EBisenhower, who is one of a 
number of consultants to Mr. Eberstadt’s 
committee—which is studying the organi- 
zation of the National Defense Establish- 
ment and its ancillary agencies—spoke to 
the committee informally for two hours 
and answered questions, 

Other witnesses who testified at the 
two-day meeting, ending 30 June, included 
General Omar N. Bradley, Chief of Staff 
of the Army; General Hoyt S. Vanden- 
berg, Chief of Staff of the Air Force; 
Robert A. Lovett, Under Secretary of 
State; Dr. Vannevar Bush, Chairman of 
the Research and Development Board; 
Allan W. Dulles, and others. 

Members of the Military Advisory Com- 
mittee on the National Security Organi- 
zation who attended the sessions included 
Maj. Gen. Robert W. Hasbrouck and Col. 
Truman Smith, both U. S. Army, Retired. 
Vice Adm. John H. Towers, U. 8. N. 
(Ret.), who is a member of the advisory 
committee, was one of the witnesses at 
the two-day meeting, which was held at 
1626 K Street, NW, Wash., D. C. 

In addition to General Eisenhower, who 
is a consultant to the civilian Commit- 
tee on National Security Organization, 
two other consultants to the committee 
attended the sessions. These were Maj. 
Gen. Frederick L, Anderson, a prominent 
Army Air Force leader during the war, 
now retired, and Mrs, Oveta Culp Hobby 
of the Houston Post, war-time leader of 
the WACS. 





Defense Information Chief 


Granted a leave of absence by The New 
York Times, Mr. Harold B. Hinton, pio- 
neer National Guard air officer and 
veteran of both World Wars, will assume 
duties as public information chief in the 
office of Secretary of Defense Forrestal. 

Mr. Hinton will serve in the newly 
created position of Assistant to the Sec- 
retary, Office of Public Information. Capt. 
Robert W. Berry, USN, who has been As- 
sistant to the Secretary for Public Re- 
lations, will remain in Mr. Forrestal’s 
office as an Assistant to the Secretary. 

Mr. Hinton will have direct control of 
public relations for the Office of the Sec- 
retary of Defense and its associated 
boards and agencies, including the Muni- 
tions Board, the Research and Develop- 
ment Board and the Joint Ohiefs of Staff. 

Coincidental with the announcement of 
Mr. Hinton’s appointment, it was an- 
nounced that a central press room to serve 
the three military departments will be 
established in the Pentagon. The Army, 
Navy and Air Force will assign a limited 
number of their public relations staff 
members to the new press room, expected 
to open about 1 Aug. 

Born in Illinois on 9 June 1898, Mr. 
Hinton served in World War I as a pur- 
suit pilot with the 213th Squadron, 3rd 
Pursuit Group, First Army. During World 
War IT, he served as an air combat intelli- 
gence officer with the 12th Air Force in 
North Africa and Sicily. He is the author 
of “Air Victory: The Men and the Ma- 
chines.” 





Organized Reserve Drill Order 

Organized Reserve units of the Armed 
Forces, whose members will be exempt 
from the draft provided they enlisted be- 
fore midnight, 24 June 1948, must have a 
minimum of 35 scheduled drills or train- 
ing periods, or days of active Federal 
set'vice, or any combination thereof, each 
year. 

This is the ruling of Secretary of De- 
fense Forrestal, who acted under provi- 
sions of the Selective Service Act of 1948 
in prescribing to the Secretaries of the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force drill period 
and training requirements. 

Secretary Forrestal emphasized that a 
high standard of attendance will be 
mandatory and that in no case will more 


| than 10 per cent absences be authorized. 


In his memorandum, Secretary For- 
restal requested lists of Reserve com- 
ponents which qualify under the defini- 
tions above. 





Conversion Costs Told 


A 75 per cent increase in the cost of a 
haircut has been experienced by American 
soldiers in occupation duty in Germany 
following the recent currency conversion. 

In a front-page story, the “Post,” pub- 
lication of the Wiesbaden Air Base, re- 
veals that PX cigarettes have jumped 
from 95 cents to $1.10 for the weekly issue 
and that haircuts have risen 15 cents. 

The story added: “Rail transportation, 
telephone service, snack bar items, DDS 
garage service and items, POL books, Spe- 
cial services features, mess prices, KP 
charges—all will show an upgrading to 
match the cost of the new Deutsch mark.” 

The “Post” commented: “Americans 
will pay more day-to-day living, will find 
more goods on open sale and will also find 
the US cigarette losing ground as an ex- 
change medium.”

Partial Payments Authorized 

Mnlisted persons returning to the 
United States from overseas assignment 
will be paid a partial payment of $10 in 
American currency prior to embarkation.

Guided Missile Research

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Gen. Eisenhower Not Candidate 


For the second time in less than six 
months, General of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, now President of Columbia 
University, this week stated that he 
would not be a candidate for President 
of the United States. In a prepared state- 
ment released by the University’s press 
representative, General Eisenhower de- 
clared: 

“I shall continue, subject to the pleasure 
of the university trustees, to perform the 
important duties I have undertaken as presi- 
dent of Columbia. I will not, at this time, 
identify myself with any political party and 
could not accept nomination for any public 
office or participate in partisan political con- 
tests, 

“This implies no intention of maintaining 
silence on any issue of importance to the 
country on which I may feel qualified to ex- 
press an opinion.” 

Eurlier in the year, General Wisen- 
hower, in a letter to a Manchester, N. H., 
newspaper editor, disavowed any intent 
or desire to seek the Presidency of the 
United States, stating he felt the best in- 
terests of the Nation could be served if 
lifelong professional soldiers abstain 
from seeking high political office. 


Mgj. Nelson Honored 

Maj. Carl G. Nelson received the 
Bronze Star Medal for meritorious serv- 
ive as technical intelligence officer of the 
14th Air Force in China during World 
War II. The award was made by Brig. 
Gen. Reuben C. Hood, jr., chief of the 
Organization Division in the office of the 
Deputy Chief of Staff for Operations, in 
a ceremony at Air Force headquarters.

Graduate Medical Training 

Graduate professional medical training 
programs will begin under auspices of 
the Department of the Army on 1 Janu. 
ary and 1 July 1949. Details of the Mili. 
tary Resident Program are contained in 
Circular 189, pertinent excerpts from 
which follow: 

Military Resident Program.—a. Officer regj- 
dency training.—Residency training under 
this program is approved to meet the require 
ments of American Specialty Boards. This 
program is designed to provide residencies jn 
each of the training levels to include assistant 
residents, residents, and senior residents 
within its sphere. Medical specialty training 
available for newly commissioned officers yp- 
der this program is as follows: 

(1) A limited number of senior residencies 
in thoracic surgery, orthopedics, pulmonary 
diseases, pathology, ophthamology, and physi- 
cal medicine. 

(2) A limited number of residencies in or. 
thopedics, pathology, and physical medicine, 

(3) A limited number of assistant residep- 
cies in obstetrics, urology, thoracic surgery, 
dermatology, and pediatrics. 

(4) A substantial number of assistant resi- 
dencies in anesthesia, general surgery, ortho- 
pedics, internal medicine, psychiatry, path- 
ology, ophthalmology, otolaryngology, radi- 
ology, physical medicine, and clinical physi- 
cians training. 

NoTe.—Some of these assistant residencies 
in urology, general surgery, internal medicine, 
and radiology are available at the Gorgas Hos 
pital, Canal Zone. 

b. Teaching hospitals.—Residency training 
will be conducted in the following approved 
Army Medical Department teaching hospitals:

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Army Chaplains’ Anniversary 

Chaplain (Maj. Gen.) Luther D. Miller, 
Chief of Chaplains, United States Army, 
hus issued tu the service, through circular 
letter No. 384 the following message on 
the anniversary of the Chaplains Corps, 
29 June: 

“On the occasion of the 173rd Anniversary 
of the Chaplain Corps, I wish to send greet- 
ings to members of the Chaplain Corps and 
their friends. 

“The Chaplain Corps has been linked with 
our Army since the beginning of our nation's 
history, General George Washington issued 
the first call for American clergymen during 
the Revolntionary War, As the armed forces 
of the United States developed during suc- 
cessive intervals of war and peace, chaplains 
increased in number and the significance of 
their contribution to national defense became 
increasingly recognized, 

“The contribution of religion within the 
military establishment is analogous to the 
contribution of religion in civillan society. 
Soldiers are not individuals of special clay. 
They are ordinary folk from the homes and 
communities of America, and, as is the case 
with all men, need the light and life that re- 
ligion alone affords. The Chaplain Corps, in a 
very real sense, is but an extension of local 
civilian churches ministering to members of 
the armed forces, The Church belongs where- 
ever men are assembled, and in providing 
chaplains for the armed forces, the churches 
of America have both fulfilled their mission 
and rendered a great service. 

“Today, despite the fact that the ‘shooting’ 
war ceased in 145, there are chaplains min- 
istering to military personnel all over the 
world, In Germany and Austria; in Japan and 
Korea and China and in the Philippines: in 
Panama and the Caribbean; in Newfoundland 
and Labrador and Greenland and Alaska: in 
Hawaii and the Marianas and the Carvlines 
and France and Italy and in a dozen other 
overseas outposts and in every one of the 
forty-eight States, American clergymen, mem- 
bers of the Chaplain Corps, are texching and 
guiding our men to ‘put on the whole armour 
of God.’ 

“As Chief of Chaplains, I wish to take this 
opportunity to commend fellow chaplains who 
are today maintaining the glorious traditions 
of the Chaplain Corps and carrying it on to 
greater heights of achievement in the service 
of God and country.” 
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Four Camps Reactivated

Camp Cooke, Tan- 
gair, Calif., will be opened as an Anti- 
aircraft Artillery Training Center. 





Complete Advanced Training 


The Department of the Army an- 
nounced this week that 281 officers are 
slated to receive academic degrees from 
graduate schools at civilian educational 
institutions this year. 

Of this number, 119 have pursued ad- 
vanced training as civil engineers. The offi- 
cers have been attending colleges and uni- 
versities and commercial and industrial 
institutions under the career muanage- 
ment program of the Army. 

An Army announcement explained that 
the post graduate training enables quali- 
fied personnel to keep pace with develop- 
ments in engineering, medicine, business 
administration, personnel management 
and the sciences. 





Unit Citation to 105th Regiment 

Presentation of the Distinguished Unit 
Citation to the elements of the 105th In- 
fantry Regiment, 27th Infantry Division, 
was announced this week by the Depart- 
ment of the Army. 

The regiment was cited for outstanding 
service on Saipan in July, 1944, when the 
unit withstood “one of the greatest Jap- 
anese mass attacks in the Pacific Thea- 
ter.” 
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Navy Guided Missile Study 

Guided missile research being con- 
ducted by the Navy Department has re- 
cently delved into the possibilities of 
“automatic celestial navigation,” accord- 
ing to a Navy expert. 

Addressing a recent meeting of the In- 
stitute of Navigation, a national organi- 
zation of engineers and scientists, Charles 
A. MecPheeters, Director of Automatic 
Self-Naviation for the Navy Bureau of 
Aeronautics, stated that the Navy is con- 
ducting research to determine the use of 
Stars in aiming guided missiles. Mr. Mc- 
Pheeters said that “for the moment, at 
least, only automatic celestial navigation 
can provide the accuracy and reliability 
which is demanded in a long-range guided 
missile.” 

Automatic celestial navigation ig based 
on a system of incorporating in guided 
missiles, machinery which, like buman 
navigators on ships, will take constant 
bearings on stars or other heavenly 
bodies. The ultimate purpose of such a 
system would be to avoid disruption of 
direction signals by the enemy. 

Mr. McPheeters stated that two meth- 
ods under study have: proved “to a cer- 
tain degree successful.” One method is 
the “automatic star seeker,” where a mis- 
sile mechanically seeks out a selected 
heavenly body and “tracks” it throughout 
the main part of its flight. The other 
method is by mechanical computations 
based on two or more stars, determining 
a missile’s position in relation to the cen- 
ter of the earth. Mr. McPheeters stated 
that the latter system is more in favor 
“but the problem of obtaining a reference 
with the center of the earth, or more 
familiarly with the horizon ... is a prob- 
lem which is yet to be solved.” He stated 
that certain systems, “still in a develop- 
ment stage, hold promise of accomplish- 
ing this difficult task.” 








Naval Aviation Cadet Program 


The Naval Aviation Cadet Program will 
accept about 2,000 cadets during the com- 
ing fiscal year. 

The program, which will maintain large 
yearly quotas after fiscal 1949, was au- 
thorized in 1942. It is now being re- 
implemented to insure a continuous flow 
into the flight training facilities, to man 
the fleet Air Groups with young aviators, 
and to provide a supply of newly-trained 
personnel for the Naval rve, 

The first quota for flight training is 
expected to report to indoctrination 
school at the Naval Air Station, Pensa- 
cola, Fla., or Corpus Christi, Tex., about 
the first week in August. The exact date 
will be announced later. 


USS Norfolk To Be Built 


For the first time since 1800 a Naval 
vessel will be named for the city of Nor- 
folk, Va., Secretary of the Navy John L. 
Sullivan has advised Representative 
Porter J. Hardy (D-Va.). The new ves- 
sel, yet unbuilt, will be a “killer” type, 
the Secretary said. 
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Navy Officials to Pentagon 

Transfer of the offices of Secretary of 
the Navy John L. Sullivan and Admiral 
Louis Denfeld, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, from the Navy Building to the 
Pentagon is slated early next month. 

The move will bring top commands of 
all the Armed Forces together in a single 
building. 

At the same time, the Navy. will assign 
public information officers to duty in a 
combined Armed Forces press room at 
the Pentagon. 

It is expected that the staffs of both 
Secretary Sullivan and Admiral Denfeld 
will be moved also from present quarters 
in the Navy Building on Constitution 
Avenue, Washington, to the Pentagon 
across the Potomac River. 


Flag Officers Shifted 


Rear Adm. Russell S. Berkey has been 
ordered to duty as Commander of United 
States Naval Forces in the Far East, re- 
placing Vice Adm, Robert M. Griffin. 

The new commander of Naval Forces 
Far East, who reported for duty on 9

Admiral Griffin will re- 
turn to Washington, D. C., to become 
President of the Naval Examining and 
Retiring Board. 

John P. Womble, jr., Com- 
mander of the Naval Training Center at 
San Diego, will replace Admiral Berkey 
ag Commander, Support Group, Naval 
Forces, Far Past. 





Navy to Evacuate UN Personnel 

The Navy aircraft carrier USS Palau 
joined the USS Marquette at Haifa on 8 
July, to effect the evacuation of United 
Nations personnel from Palestine. United 
‘Nations personnel to be evacuated in- 
clude the truce teams sent by the Army, 
Navy and Air Force. 

The request for the Palau to assist in 
the evacuation was made by Count Folke 
Bernadotte, United Nations mediator, on 
7 July.

Navy Planes Survey Alaska 

Six Navy long-range planes equipped 
with special cameras have been assigned 
to a photomapping survey of Alaska. 

The summer-long survey is being con- 
ducted by six Navy P2V Neptunes in co- 
operation with the Department of the 
Interior and other Government agencies, 
and will cover 30,000 square miles of 
Alaskan territory. It is the first compre- 
hensive survey of the territory to be un- 
dertaken since 1929. 

The six Navy aircraft departed from 
their Whidbey Island, Wash., base in the 
middle of May, and are based on the 
former Army airfield on Annette Island, 
near Ketchikan. The Neptunes were pre- 
viously modified for their task at the 
Lockheed plant in California.

Navy Enlisted Personnel 

Plans to advance Naval personne] in 
all ratings were announced this week by 
the Navy Department. 

Career advancement of best qualified 
individuals in all functional lines of work 
is provided in the plans for advancement 
which eommence 1 October. Under the 
new instructions, which are being issued, 
enlisted personnel will have an oppor- 
tunity quarterly to compete for advance 
ment to pay grades four, three, and two 
with larger groups, and will not be re 
stricted to vacancies in the allowance of 
their individual ship or station. Quotas 
will be assigned to large commands on a 
quarterly basis and all advancements 
to such pay grades will be by competitive 
examination to fill the assigned quotas. 
Although opportunities for advancement 
are afforded all personnel, quotas for 
certain rates, where excesses are found 
to exist, must necessarily be limited. 

The following commands will receive 
quotas for advancement in rating: Con- 
manders of the Service Forces, Atlantic 
Fleet and Pacific Fleet (for reallocation 
to activities within their respective or- 
ganizations) ; Commandants of Ist, 34, 
4th, 5th, 6th, 7th, 8th, 9th, 11th, 12th and 
13th Naval Districts; Commandants of 
Potomac River and Severn River Naval 
Commands; Chief, Naval Air Training; 
and Chief, Naval Airship Training and 


Experimentation. 
Recruits will be advanced from pay 
grade 7 to pay grade 6 upon completion 


of recruit training, or upon completion of 
four months naval service if not previ- 
ously advanced. 

Apprentices will be advanced from pay 
grade 6 to pay grade 5 without rexard to 
vacancies in allowance after six months 
service in grade if otherwise q'clified. 

Navy wide competitive - ex:minations 
for advancement to pay grade 1A rates 
will be held during the coming fall 
mouths. The names of qualifying candi- 
dates will be placed on an eligibility list, 
compiled and maintained by the Bureau 
of Naval Personnel, in the order of final 
multiple scores attained, and in such 
numbers as to meet the contemplated re- 
quirements for the individual rates for 
the ensuing year. Advancement of per- 
sonnel on the eligibility lists to pay grade 
1A rates will be authorized by the Bureau 
of Personnel as permitted by vacancies 
in the Navy as a whole, or in limited 
numbers in certain excess rates. 

Appointments to pay grade 1 are issued 
by the Bureau of Personnel to chief petty 
officers and to chief stewards and cooks. 
who have completed one year of sea duty 
in pay grade 1A and are otherwise quali- 
fied, upon the recommendation of their 
commanding officers. 





New Ensigns To Pensacola 

More than a third of the Naval Acad- 
emy’s Class of 1948B, about 150 new En- 
signs out of the class of 410, will by-pass 
sea duty and go directly into flight train- 
ing. 
Under the new policy, the Ensigns will 
skip service with the fleet and go to Per 
sacola for 14-month primary training. Un- 
til this year the graduates served two or 
three yedrs in the fleet before they were 
admitted to flight training. 

Under the program they must be ub- 
der 26 years of age when their applica- 
tions for flight training are submitted. ; 

Following completion of their primary 
training, those qualified will take ad- 
vanced training at either Jacksonville . 
Corpus Christi in attack, fighter or patro 
planes. They will be assigned from there 
to aviation posts according to the needs 
of the Navy. 
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Sec. Forrestal’s Report 
(Continued from First Page) 
istrative Services Board include: (a) determi- 
nation of the feasibility of the elimination of 
any unnecessary duplication and overlapping 
in the use of facilities by the three military 
departments, and (b) establishment of policies 
on the joint use of such facilities and services 
as space, transportation, telephone and mail 
services, records, retirement, printing and 
duplicating plants, procurement of administra- 
tive supplies and furniture, building services, 
assignment of. parking spaces, and related 

matters. 

Advisory Commission on Service Pay 

The Service Pay Commission met in Wash- 
ington 15 June and will hold its next meeting 
here 20 and 21 July. The session on 21 July 
will be a roundtable discussion with repre- 
sentatives of the Personne! Offices of the three 
military departments and of the Coast Guard 
and Public Health Service concerning policies 
and proposals the Commission is considering 
for recommendation to Secretary Forrestal. 

The Commission has completed the ground 
work for its report—stndies of previous pay 
surveys and recommendations made within the 
Military Establishment, existing and proposed 
legislation affecting pay, industrial wage 
comparisons, special npuy and allowances, re 
tirement and allied benefits, etc.—and now is 
discussing conclusion. It p'ans to report to 
Secretary Forrestal about September first to 
permit thorough study of its recommendations 
and the drafting of proposed legislation before 
Congress meets in January. 

Munitions Board 

Delegation of all his authority relating to in- 
dustrial matters in the National Military 
Establishment to the Munitions Board and 
establishment of a new administrative organi- 
zation for the Board's staff was announced by 
Secretary Forrestal on 17 June. The authority 
thus delegated to the Board in connection with 
industrial matters included procurement, pro- 
duction and distribution plans of the three 
military departments and the agencies which 
comprise the Military Establishment. The 
directive also eliminated the Executive Com 
mittee which had directed the operations of 
the Munitions Board staff since last Septem 
ber and provided for a Director of Staff. 
Committee on Medical and Hospital Serv'ces 

Recommendations of the Committee on 
Medical and Hospital Services of the Armed 
Services for the integration of these services 
in the Panama Canal Zone area were approved 
by Secretary Forrestal and made public on 
June 18. This order closed two of the six 
hospitals which had been maintained in the 
area and also provided for better utilization 
of the medical staffs of the three services 
thereby creating a Panama Area Joint Medical 
Advisory Committee. The Chairman of the 
Joint Advisory Committee will serve as Medi 
cal Director on the staff of the Commander-in- 
Chief, Caribbean Command, and will be in 
position to obtain assignment of medical ex 
perts of any of the three services for special 
duty in any medical activity where their 
skills are needed temporarily. Hospitalization 
of the personnel of all three services on the 
Atlantic side of the Canal Zone is assigned 
to the Navy, while their hospitalization on 
the Pacific side is assigned to the Army. 
Forms Standardization and Control Board 

This Board, which was established on 4 
June, has designed a Standard Identification 
Card for active duty officers throughout the 
Military Establishment to replace a variety of 
cards now in use in the three military services 
and the Coast Guard. The standardized card 
has been approved by the Joint Personnel 
Board and preparations are being made for its 
production. 

Selective Service Advisory Committee 

On 25 June, immediately after President 
Truman signed the Selective Service Act of 
1948 on 24 June, Secretary Forrestal ap- 
pointed an Ad Hoe Advisory Committee on 
Selective Service to suggest procedures for 
carrying out the duties the Act assigns 
specifically to the Secretary of Defense and 
to coordinate National Military Establishment 
policies under the provisions of the Act. This 
Committee, which has been meeting daily since 
its appointment, is composed of representa- 
tives of the three military departments, with 
Mr. John Noble, jr., of the Legal Staff, Secre- 
tary of Defense, as Chairman.

Marine Reserves Exercises 
(Continued from First Page) 
drill periods. 

The climax, highlighting each ma- 
neuver period, will be the close air-sup- 
port problems with the Regular Marine 
officers and men of the Marine Corps 
Bases located at Camp Lejeune, N. C., 
and Camp Pendleton, Calif. Under simu- 
lated war-time conditions, these ground 
assault troops will call for air support 
through a tactical air control center. 
Corsair fighter-bombers, armed with 
rockets, bombs and machine guns, will 
blast positions held by the imaginary 
enemy, supposedly well-entrenched in the 
rugged terrain of the North Carolina and 
California coasts. Pilots not engaged in 
flying during a particular problem will 
accompany the ground troops to learn 
how they operate in an attack against 
the enemy. At the same time, infantry 
officers and men of the Regular Marine 
Corps will learn the capabilities and limi- 
tations of aircraft as supporting arms 
to their own branch of the service. 

Following the ground-air support 
problems, the Reserve squadrons will 
stage a mock air attack on each of the 
Air Stations. Using some of the reserve 
fighter planes as “potential” enemy air- 
craft, the ground control intercept 
squadrons will defend the air station 
with ther radar equipment, and, upon 
detection of the approaching enemy, will 
send up other fighter planes to repel the 
attack. 





Reorganize Naval Enlisted Schools 

A reorganization of enlisted service 
schools under the cognizance of the Bu- 
reau of Naval Personnel was announced 
this week by the Navy Department. 

Reorganized to clarify the training 
structure for naval enlisted personnel, a 
total of 87 schools throughout the country 
will be included in the structure. Thirty- 
one new schools for enlisted personnel 
will be established, half of which will be 
components of U. 8. Naval Schools at 
the Construction Battalion Center in Port 
Hueneme, Calif. 

In addition to these 87 schools, approx- 
imately 50 enlisted service schools have 


been established under the cognizance of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics and the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery. 


Admiral Hoover Retires 


Vice Adm. John H. Hoover, USN, presi- 
dent of the Naval Examining Board and 
the Naval Retiring Board since 2 Jan. 
1947, and Navy wartime commander of 
aircraft for the Central Pacific Force, 
retired from active duty on 1 July after 
almost 42 years in the Naval service. 

Born in Seville, Ohio, 15 May 1887, Admiral 
Hoover was graduated from the United States 
Naval Academy on 12 Sept. 1906, He became 
one of the Navy’s early air-trained officers 
when he received flight training at the U, 8. 
Aviation Camp at Guantanamo, Cuba, while 
serving aboard the USS North Dakota in 
1913. 

For distinguished service in World War I 
as commanding officer of the USS Cushing, 
destroyer engaged in patrol, escort and con- 
voy duty, Admiral Hoover was awarded the 
Navy Cross. 

In the years between the two world wars, 
he qualified for both submarine and aviation 
commands, During the inter-war period he 
served consecutively as Commander of Sub- 
marine Divisions Eight and Nineteen, and as 
commanding officer of the former USs Lang- 
ley, first Navy aircraft carrier, and the first 
USS Lexington. 

During World War [I, Admiral Hoover 
successively seryed as Commandant of the 
Tenth Naval District, with additional duty as 
Commander of the Caribbean Sea Frontier; 
Commander, Carrier Division Four, Pacific 
Fleet; Commander, Aircraft, Centra] Pacific 
Force; Commander, Forward Area, Central 
Pacific; and Commander, Marianas. He was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Medal 
with two Gold Stars for his World War Il 
service. 

Admiral Hoover's successor as president of 
the Naval BPxamining Board and the Naval 
Retiring Board has not been designated,

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Air Force Inspections 


Due to the increasing magnitude of the 
Air Force, the Air Inspector will devote 
more and increasing attention to the 
capabilities of units to perform their mis- 
sions and less attention to internal de- 
tails which are inherent command re- 
sponsihilities. 

According to USAF Headquarters, dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1948, inspection pro- 
cedure and activities within the Air Force 
have passed through a transitional pe- 
riod. These activities have necessitated 
further transition from the functions of 
the Air Inspector from the traditional 
compliance and discrepency type of in- 
spection to an objective type of inspection 
to determine the over-all tactical, techni- 
eal, logistical, and administrative effici- 
ency of the Air Force. 

It is pointed out that while reports of 
inspections undertaken in the past year 
indicate gratifying progress toward the 
attainment of over-all objectives, they 
nevertheless discluse irregularities and 
discrepancies common to all of the ac- 
tivities inspected and of a nature often- 
times neglected, especially by tactical 
units. 

The Air Force also defined more clearly 
the responsibility of Commanding Offi- 
cers as applied to preparation for oversea 
movement inspection. In this connection 
it is stated that commanding generals of 
major air commands are responsible for 
the inspection of units of their respective 
commands. Such responsibility cannot be 
redelegated. POM inspections will he eon- 
ducted during the final phase of training 
well in advance of “readiness date” and 
in all cases at such times as will permit 
advance copies of reports of inspections 
to reach Headquarters. ~*

Production of an advanced model of 
the Lockheed F-80 Shooting Star was ap. 
nouneed this week by the Air Force. With 
a new Allison turho-jet engine that boosts 
its speed from 550 to 600 miles an hour, 
the F-80C is said to have the greatest 
range of any operational jet fighter, al- 
though exact performance figures are re 
stricted. 

Lockheed, already the largest manufac. 
turer of jet airplanes in the world with 
more than 100 Shooting Stars produced 
in the last three years will build 457 P- 
80Cs during the next two years. 

The announcement stated that six of 
the nation’s eight jet fighter groups have 
been equipped with F-80s. The groups in- 
elude the Fourth Fighter Group at An- 
drews Air Force Base, Md., the 56th 
Fighter Group at Selfridge Air Force 
Rase, Mich., the First Fighter Group at 
March Air Force Base, Calif., and the 
27th Fighter Group in Nebraska, 

F-80s are the only jet fighters assigned 
overseas, with the 51st Fichter Group sta- 
tioned in Okinawa and the 36th Fighter 
Group recently assigned to the United 
States Zone in occupied Germany. In ad- 
dition, there is a squadron of F-S80s in 
Alaska, flown by the 57th Fighter Group 
at Elmendorf Air Foree Base Anchorage. 

Fire power has been increased in the 
new airplane as well as engine power. The 
craft is equipped with a new version of 
the M-3 .50 caliber machine gunn, giving an 
increased rate of fire over the M-2 guns 
of World War IT. Two 1000-ponnd hombs 
may he earried in wing tip shackles for 
tactical hombing operations. 

Recently. it was announced that another 
version of the F-80. a two-place jet train- 
ing airplane, has heen developed and will 
he placed in service by the Air Training 
Command to speed the training of cadet 
pilots for America’s all-jet Air Force of 
the future. The USAF ordered 128 TF- 
80C trainers from Lockheed two weeks 
ago.

(Continued from First Page) 
neers, who are responsible for technical 
ground control and for the actual pro- 
duction of maps, and to the Aeronautical 
Chart Service of the Air Force which is 
responsible for the production of aero- 
nautical charts. 

Troop Carrier air transport operations 
of the Far East Air Forces are scheduled 
to meet the requirements of theater air- 
lift, Air Force supply distribution and 
airborne unit training. Measured by any 
standards, these operations are extensive 
in scope; during a representative month 
approximately 4% million passenger- 
miles are flown, and over 14 million ton- 
miles of air cargo are distributed to 
various points within the Far East Com- 
mand area. 

The military airway: system of the 
Far East Air Forces which has been de- 
veloped to support these operations in- 
cludes extensive communications, instru- 
ment letdown, aids to aerial navigation, 
air weather and air rescue facilities. 
Shortly after the termination of hostili- 
ties the use of the military airways sys- 
tem was extended to authorized civil air 
carriers operating over international air 
routes to, from, and within the Far East 
Command area: this hus resulted in a 
rapid and economical re-establishment of 
civil air commerce to the war-torn coun- 
tries of the Orient and contributes ma- 
terially to their economic rehabilitation. 

The training of air combat units is a 
matter of continuing concern to all air 
commanders in the Fur East Air Forces. 
During the precipitate demobilization 
which followed V-J Day, the Air Forces 
experienced the usual problems which 
were common to its sister services. The 
immediate result was that by the end of 
1946 the effectiveness of air units of this 
command dropped to a discouragingly 
low level. However, due to the stabilizing 
effect of the arrival since that date of 
large numbers of replacements, including 
a high percentage of three-year enlistees, 
all of the combat units of the Far East 
Air Forces are now operational and ready 
to perform their assigned missions in 
accordance with performance criteria es- 
tablished by higher authority. In this 
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connection, training activities of many 
units have included joint maneuvers 
with elements of the U. S. Army and 
Pacific Fleet units which have visited 
Far Eastern waters. 

Additional miscellaneous activities in- 
clude the disposal of extensive stocks of 
surplus property, maintenance of base 
facilities (including repair of damage 
caused to temporary wartime structures 
by numerous typhoons which have struck 
our bases in the Marianas, Iwo Jima, the 
Philippines and Okinawa), providing for 
the maintenance and protection of stores 
of aviation ammunition, the preparation 
of plans for Air Force bases involved in 
the permanent base construction program 
and the establishment of civilian man- 
power controls to insure the efficient allo- 
cation of civilian personnel employed by 





the Far Hast Air Forces. 

While many of the future activities of 
the Far East Air Forces are considered 
in the category of classified military in- 
formation there are certain activities of 
general interest that can be publicized. 
The training of all units will be vigorous- 
ly advanced and periodically tested 
through the conduct of maneuvers and 
exercises, including joint training opera- 
tions with Army and Naval forces. Some 
combat units will be re-equipped with 
new type aircraft and trained in the use 
of more modern weapons. Operational 
procedures will be modified to keep 
abreast of these changes, And since the 
U. 8S. Air Force’s economy policy empha- 
sizes “Management Control through Cost 
Control,” all personnel will soon be in- 
doctrinated in Cost Control systems and 
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procedures essential to the operativn of 
the Air Force’s world-wide system of Cost 
Control presently under development. In 
the meantime, the Far Bast Air Forces 
will continue to cooperate with U. 8. 
Army and U. S. Naval forces in discharg- 
ing the responsibilities of the United 
States Government in regard to the Oc- 
cupation of Japan.

HE House Committee on Armed Services is asking the Army, Navy, and Air Force 

to submit to it well in advance of the next Congress a list of proposed legislation 
which they consider essential of enactment. Heading that list, in each of the three 
instances, should be upward revision of pay schedules. As reported in last week’s 
ARMY AND NAvy JourNAL, both Senator Gurney and Representative Dewey Short, who 
will be chairmen of the Senate and House Armed Services Committees next year, 
are favorably disposed to early consideration of this subject. But the Services, on 
their parts, must be prepared to make the way easy for the committees. The Civilian 
Advisory Committee, appointed by Secretary Forrestal, will meet on 21 July to go 
over its preliminary report with the personnel representatives of the three Depart- 
ments aud is planning to have its final recommendations ready by the first of Septem- 
ber. The program they will put forth will involve not only pay increases to bring 
Service standards more in line with business and industry, but also increases in re- 
tired pay and an improved system of pensions to care for widows and orphans. The 
outstanding civilians in this committee will back up their recommendations with 
detailed comparisons with pay standards in civilian life. The Service heads must be 
prepared, too, to support the program by concrete evidence of the adverse effect of the 
present pay deficiencies which will be further aggravated after the first of the year 
by the imposition of the full force of the income tax. The Committee members will 
want to hear from the Service men themselves and to that end, the pay report should 
be made public promptly so that it may be studied by officers and enlisted personnel in 
time for their considered reactions and comments to reach the members of Congress. 


Ep satcbans the clear intention of Congress and the general public understanding, 
there is no legislative authority for the 70-group Air Force. The Supplemental 
National Defense Appropriation Act: merely provided the funds to begin procure- 
ment for such a program. The bill which would have defined the composition and 
personnel of the Air Force, provided for research and development for a long-term 
procurement program of 5,200 planes a year, was passed by the House, favored by 
the Senate Armed Services Committee but not formally reported out because of 
the lack of time for consideration in the last minute jam of legislation. This bill was 
designed as an organic act for the Air Force and would have authorized a peace 
time Regular establishment of 70 groups and 22 squadrons plus 27 Air National 
Guard groups and 34 equivalent Air Force Reserve groups together with the neces- 
sary auxiliary elements. It also would have increased the authorized Regular officer 
strength from 20,000 to 40,000, In the Senate the Army proposed, and the Com- 
mittee was willing to accept, a second title establishing the composition and organ- 
ization of the ground forces. This would have given a commissioned strength of 
40,000—10,000 more than is now authorized, and would have defined in detail the 
number of divisions authorized for the Regular, National Guard, and Reserve 
establishments. A most important provision for the Air Force, and for the industry 
which must support it, was that making appropriations available for a maximum 
of five years instead of one year, as at present. As the House Committee pointed 
out “the economy to be secured is through the ability to contract for longer periods 
of time, lowering manufacturing costs and insuring a more stable industry supply- 
ing the Air Force.” The proposed provisions for the Army will be incorporated in 
the revision of the National Defense Act which must be made before next July. 
That and an organic act for the Air Force, all considered with relation to the Navy 
and to each other to create properly balanced forces, are “must” legislation to put 
the Services on a solid peace time basis. 


RBPSIDENT TRUMAN’S unexplained pocket veto of the bill authorizing and 

directing the Maritime Commission “to study, and plan for, experimental lighter- 
than-air rigid airship construction and operation” would seem to throw back to the 
U. 8S. Navy the responsibility for the development of dirigibles. Since a modest be- 
ginning made in 1916 upon the recommendation of Admiral George Dewey and the 
General Board, the Navy has been the Government agency which the public looks to 
for lighter-than-air progress. In 1920 the Joint Board recommended, and the Navy ac- 
cepted, that the latter be assigned that responsibility. As far as is known publically 
that agreement still stands. However, since the loss of the Macon in 1935, nothing has 
been done in the field of rigid airships in the United States. A board of which Admiral 
Ernest J. King was a member studied the subject in 1940 and reported that “The 
Navy Department is the only governmental agency having to do with airships and, 
with few exceptions, controls most of the country’s personnel who are experienced in 
airship work. * * * It owes an answer to the public on its stewardship in this mat- 
ter.” The war intervened and prevented this report from being followed up. How- 
ever, not only has nothing been done subsequently to further the development, but 
the latest “Policy of the United States Navy,” promulgated last year, makes no men- 
tion of “rigid airships’—this being the first time in 30 years that this document has 
not carried a provision accepting the Navy’s responsibility in this field. The concern 
of the members of the Senate and the House of Representatives in dirigible develop- 
ment and the utilization of our monopoly of helium is evidenced in their enactment 
of the bill. The President’s veto will not lessen that concern. In the interest of the 
fullest exploration of the National Defense aspects of the lighter-than-air field the 
Navy should reassert its prior interest in dirigibles and its intention to resume its 
development program.

for military service. 

While all family quarters will have 
similar floor plang in the interest of 
economy, the Corps of Engineers has de- 
signed a variety of exterior treatments 


appropriate to the locality in which the 
anits are built and the availability in 
that area of certain construction ma- 
terials. 


The bachelor quarters will be of per- 
manent construction and in many in- 
stances will obviate the need for men to 
live in badly deteriorated temporary 
buildings erected to meet wartime needs 
or in substandard makeshift quarters in 
towns or villages located as much as 50 
to 75 miles from the military installation. 

The immediate and long-range pro- 
gram calls for a concentration of the 
major construction effort at a relatively 
small number of installations planned to 
be utilized as permanent bases. Such 
building, of course, takes cognizance of 
the importance of each installation and 
the extent of its existing facilities. Hous- 
ing under the long-range program will 
continue to be made permanent and as 
attractive as is compatible with the best 
use of public funds, both Secretaries 
stated. To the extent that this program 
can be accomplished, it will alleviate to 
an equal extent the shortage of housing 
so badly needed for civilian use.

Employment of “Massive Air 
Power” 

Elimination of the word “strategic” 
and substitution of the term “massive” 
in connection with employment of United 
States air power’was called for by Sec- 
retary of Defense Forrestal in a press 
conference this week. 

Secretary Forrestal said use of the 
word “strategic” had resulted in develop- 
ment of a psychosis among Army and 
Navy Air officers. He emphasized that the 
Air Force is charged with use of planes 
for “massive” attacks, agreement on 
which was reached at the recent Key 
West conference. 

Queried at the conference concerning 
published reports alleging new bickering 
between the Army and Navy with regard 
to use of air power, Secretary Forrestal 
said the matter is in a “constant state 
of discussion.” 


Glen McDaniel Elected VP 
of RCA 


Mr. Glen McDaniel, Vice President and 
General Attorney of RCA Communica- 
tions, Inc., has been elected a Vice Presi- 
dent of the Radio Corporation of America 
to serve on the President’s staff, Brig. 
Gen. David Sarnoff, President and Chair- 
man of the Board, announced 2 July, 
following a meeting of the RCA Board of 
Directors. 

In March, 1942, Mr. McDaniel was 
named Special Counsel to James V.

HD Coast Guard Ocean Weather Sta- 

tion Program is*to be expanded, ac- 
cording to an announcement made this 
week. 

A stepped up recruiting program to 
provide men for under-strength units and 
to provide additional men in order to 
carry out the expanded program will be 
undertaken. The 80th Congress in its clos- 
ing session authorized the Coast Guard to 
operate and maintain ocean weather sta- 
tions and provided funds in the 1949 
Coast Guard appropriations to carry out 
the program, 

At present the Coast Guard operates 
for the United States two ocean stations 
in the Atlantic and one in the Pacific, 
Under the expanded program, as recom- 
mehded by the International Civil Avia- 
tion Organization and authorized by Con- 
gress, the Coast Guard will operate an 
additional six and one-half ocean sta- 
tions: five and one-half stations in the 
Atlantic (the half station being operated 
jointly with Canada) plus an additional 
station in the Pacific. The vessels of 
these ocean weather stations provide 
weather reports, search and rescue fa- 
cilities, supplementary communications 
and radio beacon service for trans- 
oceanic air transport. 


To implement this expanded weather 
program the Coast Guard will receive on 
transfer from the Navy 15 sea-going ves- 
sels in the near future, These ships are 
of the AVP (sea-plane tender) class and 
will be converted for Coast Guard use 
at ship yards on the Hast and West 
Coasts. 

The Coast Guard's 40 recruiting sta- 
tions throughout the United States are 
getting more men and mobile equipment 
so that the Service can obtain recruits 
for this additional duty. Present recruit- 
ing standards for health and education 
are expected to continue. In view of the 
Coast Guard's statutory responsibilities 
in connection with Safety at Sea and 
Maritime Law Enforcement, the Service 
seeks only the highest type of recruit, 
Headquarters stated. Some of the billets 
now being offered are as high as first 
class petty officer for men who can quali- 
fy and who formerly held such ratings 
in the Coast Guard or Navy. . 

As of 1 July, Coast Guard strength was 
17,000 enlisted men, 700 warrant and 
chief warrant officers, and 1,800 commis- 
sioned officers. On 1 July 1949 present 
plans call for 20,600 enlisted men, 800 
warrant and chief warrant officers, and 
2,050 commissioned officers. 





Jet Engine Noises Harmless 

The Navy has announced the discovery, 
through experiments at the Aero Medical 
Equipment Laboratory, at Philadelphia, 
that the noises made by jet engines are 
harmless to humans. 

Bureau of Medicine and Surgery ex- 
perts who conducted the tests reached the 
conclusion that although ultra high- 
frequency sound does damage some ani- 
mal tissues, ill effects upon human tis- 
sues appear unlikely unless the frequency 
is extremely high. They also stated that 
published reports of “supersonic sick- 
ness” give no clear evidence of physical 





injury and may be pure sensationalism, 
or be caused by “suggestibility.” , 





Gray Board Report 

Secretary of Defense Forrestal said this 
week that the Gray Board report on Re 
serve components of the Armed Forces ig 
ready to be submitted for his considera- 
tion.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—tiIn notes of like import the United States, Great Britain and 
France have informed Moscow of their firm intentions to remaimin Berlin, and made 
united protest against the Soviet efforts to drive them away. The notes were so 
phrased as to make it difficult for Moscow to link this newest and gravest dispute with 
the known Mescow desire for further four-party conversations aimed at a German 
union under Russian control. The language of the notes was not made public, the 
western powers maintaining the conventional attention to diplomatic usage in this re- 
spect—despite Moscow’s recent breach of convention in hastily publishing the “answer” 
to General Smith’s oral statement. As the Soviet ambassador was at the State De- 
partment receiving the note from Secretary Marshall, the nearby room of Under 
Secretary Robert A. Lovett was occupied by the western European nations’ repre- 
sentatives (and Canada’s as well) in the opening meeting of a prolonged conference 
which itself is of potential interest to Moscow, but at which Moscow is not repre- 
sented. This eonference is examining the situation which results from the Vanden- 
berg resolution of 11 June, approving military as well as economic aid from the 
United States to those western nations—notably Britain, France, and the Benelux 
group—whieh are ready to live up to their own defense responsibilities. The dis- 
cussions will presumably last for weeks because there is a great deal of technical 
tnfermation to be exchanged, and some sober balancing of judgments to be effected. 
Europe’s need is for a great quantity of weapons and equipment by which a con- 
siderable manpower and competent staff direction can be transformed into a true 
defense. Western Europe’s hope now, as formerly, is that the United States can 
supply the materiel, but there are severe limitations in the way, suggestive of our 
dilemma in 1940-41. So far are our own armories from being full of new weapons 
that, as General Bradley informed Congress weeks ago, our own 18-division prograin 
is in serious imbalance. Even now there are disturbing shortages of recoilless artillery, 
of improved radar and fire-control, and of other essential items. There are varying 
surpluses of field artillery, small arms and ammunition (in our own calibers, nat- 
urally) and of other items. Some of these surpluses make up our own necessary 
reserve, but others can and doubtless will be shared with friendly nations. Inevi- 
tably Europe will wish the ultra-modern items, too, but they can not be produced 
overnight, and it is going to take us a considerable time to take care of our own needs. 

With admirable zest and efficient management the Air Forces of the United 
States and Great Britain have undertaken their immense task of supplying civilians 
in the western areas of Berlin with their needs. Approximately 400 planes, about 
equally divided in number and hauling capacity, have been put to work hauling 
food supplies*and’even a modicum of coal into the Tempelhof and Gatow air fields. 
While good weather prevails they can do a job which is astonishing observers— 
particularly Russian observers who had thought that the barring off of railroads 
and highways alike between Berlin and the west would force the western Allies 
to evacuate the old German capital. This is superb support of General Clay and 
his British colleague, General Robertson, in their steadfast refusal to be bulldozed 
by Moscow, and of their Governments in Washington and London which have given 
the theater commanders resolute moral support. The hope is that Russia will yield, 
partly because of Russian desire for the west-Europe coal and medicines which 
Russia most seridusly needs, partly from reluctance to accept clear responsibility for 
starving the German civilians. That is hope, not certainty. It is balanced by concern 
over the recurring stories of Russian fighter air-craft mobilizing in the Russ-occupied 
areas about Berlin, and over the possibility of their interference with the Allies’ air- 
cargo operations. This could have the very gravest results, of which Moscow must 
be aware. There is concern also over the inevitable limitations to our air-freight 
operations, Flying igs not so difficult as are loading and unloading and maintenance 
in the restricted areas of Tempelhof and Gatow, and it is these operations which 
effectually limit the number of flights which can be made. A thousand cargo planes 
would be less usefal than one big airport with distribution facilities. Also weather 
ts a controlling feature. 'We will have the best season for two months to come, but 
when the major fogs develop, air operations must slow to a crawl. The Air Force 
is giving a superb demonstration of resourcefulness._It is very costly, and it will 
not win the whole fight, but it will prove an eye-opener to the skeptical both at home 
and abroad, both ag to the mounting capabilities of the airplane and as to its continu- 
ing and inescapable limitations. 

Apparently the only person who can fully grasp what one Communist is talk- 
ing about is another Communist. The rest of us have difficulty in understanding how 
Yugoslavia can in one breath defy Moscow orders and in the next profess devotion 
te Moscow. The fact remains that the most aggressive of all the satellite states has 
sufficiently affronted the Cominform to bring upon Tito’s administration the re- 
bukes of other satellites, and if that is a sign of harmony only a Communist can 
recognize it. Russia’s military ability to crush any wavering opposition from among 
the satellite states is undoubted, but even a Communist must have difficulty in find- 
ing satisfaction in all of the week’s events, including (1) the continued Yugoslav 
defiance, (2) the Finnish elections where the Communists lost 11 seats and their 
two principal opponents gained respectively 7 and 5 seats, and (3) the astonish- 
ing Soko] demenstration in Prague where courageous paraders flaunted American 
flags and cheered lustily for the unfortunate Benes. Even these three swallows do 
not make a summer, and the events in Berlin are immensely more important than 
those referred to, but they are gratifying evidence that Moscow is not at present 
disposed to try ferceful suppression of all anti-Communist demonstrations among 
the reluctamt satellites. 

The Sixth Task Fleet continues to serve impressively as a diplomatic instrument 
of the United States in the whole Mediterranean region. Thus, in the possibility 
of usefulness off Palestine, should Count Bernadotte’s troubled truce be followed 
by full-blown war, Vice Adm. Forrest Sherman this week ordered the escort carrier 
Palau and three accompanying cruisers to quit Istanbul and sail to Cyprus for 
an emergency which it is hoped will not develop. Meantime, in the middle Mediter- 
ranean the earrier Kearsarge and her companions moved out of Italian ports for 
thé routine maneuvers beyond Sicily. In the western Mediterranean the battleship 
Missouri, the great carrier Coral Sea, and their companion vessels prepared to 
rendezvous at midweek off Gibraltar for next week’s scheduled return to American 
waters. 

About one-third of the American equipment for Turkey has been delivered and 
is partly distributed to areas where it is on exhibit. Indication is that the rest of it 
will be on hand about as soon ag the troops are sufficiently trained to need it. The 
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American mission under Maj. Gen. Horace McBride now numbers over 350 members, 
a considerable number engaged in direct teaching of the selected Turkish person. 
nel which will form cadres for the units yet to come. The Turkish Air Force hag 
already been reshaped to formations suited for use of American planes, and instrne- 
tion now is under way in the use of the P-47 and P-61, a number of which are already 
delivered. 

The internal difficulties of Panama this week reached the point where a state 
of siege was declared by President Jiminez, with ex-President Arias taking refuge 
with relatives at Gamboa, and continuing his declaration that ,he was in facet 
elected president as leader of the Authentic Revolutionary Party. 


Corps of Engineers — Much value could accrue to the Royal Engineers of the 
British Army through an exchange of officers with the American Corps of Engineers, 
according to Col. R. E. Wood, R.E. Comparing American and British Engineer or. 
ganization and methods in Persia in an article appearing in the June issue of The 
Royal Engineers Journal, Colonel Wood declared the main lesson the British cah 
learn from the Americans is the close affiliation necessary between the military and 
civil engineer in peacetime, to assure adequate training in peace and proper alloca- 
tion of manpower and resources in war. To call civilians to the aid of Military En 
gineers in time of war is not alone sufficient, since many civil engineers of high stand 
ing are not suddenly able to appreciate all the military factors involved, and un- 
justified criticism of military “red tape” is often heard as a result, Colonel Wood 
asserts. 

Favorably commenting on the cooperation of the American Engineers with the 
British group assigned the same area, and crediting the Americans with doing their 
work more efficiently, but perhaps with less respect for tradition and routine, Coionel 
Wood writes that much of the success of the Americans was due to the fact that the 
junior American engineer officers were largely specialists, employed in the field in the 
same capacity as in civil life. This, Colonel Wood believes, is something the British 
Royal Engineers could apply to their own operations to their great advantage. 

He also pointed to the fact that the U. S. Corps of Engineers, through their de 
sign, supervision, construction and administration of our peacetime civil engineering 
functions, such as flood control, rivers and harbors improvements, bridge design and 
construction, and highways and airports projects in national areas, serve to give 
American engineers decided advantages and opportunities of research and experi 
mental work that are not now available to the Royal Engineers. 


European Command—The Quartermaster Division, EUCOM, has organized a 
group of specialists to act as advisors to Post QM’s, maintain liaison between all 
QM points, establish uniform procedures in QM activities and standardize supplies 
and service responsibilities. The group will be known as “Technical Survey Team” 
and will be composed of officers and civilians especially qualified in stock control, 
accounting, organization, operation and sales commissaries, distribution and storage, 
food handling, services, personnel and salvage. Under the plan, which was originated 
by Col. 8S. W. Smithers, Acting Chief, QM Div., EUCOM, the team will visit two 
military posts each month to conduct surveys, make suggestions and prepare re 
ports of their findings. 


Transport Aircraft As Military AuxiliaPy—Legislation providing for the develop 
ment by the Air Force of civil transport aircraft adaptable for auxiliary military 
service, was not acted on by the Senate during the final week of the 80th Congress. 
The legislation was intended to provide complementary transport planes to supple 
ment military and civilian transport during an emergency. 

The responsibility for initiating and supervising the development of civilian 
aircraft of the transport types was placed in the original bill, in the office of the 
Secretary of t*e Air Force, who was to determine also the use of appropriated funds 

Because the Senate Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, to which 
the bill was referred, believed that the development of such aircraft should belong te 
civilians, the bill was amended to give more “initiative and authority” to the Civil 
Transport Evaluation and Development Board, newly created, which is charged with 
surveying the national requirements for transpert planes, preparing and recommen¢- 
ing to the Secretary of the Air Force “the operating and utility characteristics and 
specifications of such aircraft, and advise the Secretary as to the allotment of funds 
by him to carry out the purposes of the act.” Final approval of the recommendations 
of the Board, and the determination of fund expenditures would be within the pur 
view of the Secretary of the Air Force. 

The acknowledged “necessity and urgency” for the legislation will doubtless re 
sult in its reintroduction early in the 81st Congress, if not in its passage and en 
actment if the 80th Congress reconvenes, .

enable commanders to perform their assigned 
missions. Accordingly, within certain limita- 
tions established by the Department of the 
Army, regimental and separate Battalions 
Commanders are authorized to transfer per- 
sonnel from one career field to another. Such 
personnel in grades five and four must take 
a qualifying job proficiency examination ap- 
propriate to the MOS and grade to which lat- 
erally transferred at the end of a six months’ 
period, Personnel in grades 3, 2, and 1 must 
do the same thing at the end of 1 year.

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Senate Committee Record 


The new system of a single Committee 
en Armed Services which replaced the 
elder separate Military and Naval Com- 
mittees proved itself in the 80th Con- 
gress just ended, Senator Chan Gurney 
(R-S. D.) told the ARMY AND Navy 
JourNAL this week in reviewing the Na- 
tional Defense accomplishments of the 
eommittee of which he is chairman. 


The single committee system has fa- 
cilitated the smoothing out of inequalities 
and will make easier the revision of pay 
and unification of the systems of military 
justice at the next session, the Senator 
said. 

“First,” Senator Gurney said, “the 
thing which has appeared to me to be 
the most remarkable has been the com- 
plete absence of Party differences within 
the Committee. At no time during the 
past two years has the Committee dis- 
agreed along political lines and never has 
it indulged in partisan disputes. It had 
been my hope originally that I could say 
the Armed- Services Committee was cer- 
tainly non-partisan. After having com- 
pleted two years as its Chairman, I will 
emphasize again that fact and will state 
further that as long as I continue as 
Chairman of the Committee I shall make 
every effort to see that politics never in- 
fluences Committee decisions when the 
defense of the nation is at stake. 

“There is little doubt in my mind but 
that the Congress could never have en- 
acted the legislation for the unification 
of the Armed Services had it not been for 
the fact that the Congress had first itself 
anified the Congressional Committees 
which are interested in the three serv- 
ices. Only after that was done and the 
membership of the Committees became 
consolidated were we able to sit down 
and jointly discuss this problem which 
we so successfully resoived during the 
first session with the enactment of the 
National Security Act of 1947. 

“Another notable accomplishment 
which has been effected by the combin- 
ing of the Committees has been the op- 
portunity given to Congress for the first 
time in its history through combined 
Committee control to equalize the cases 
of inequalities which are continually be- 
ing brought to our attention. As specific 
examples, when the Reserve Retirement 
Bill, H. R. 2744, was passed it author- 
ized Army officers to retire in their high- 
est temporary wartime rank, a privilege 
heretofore reserved for Naval officers 
alone. 

“I doubt if the study of the revision of 
the pay structure of the services could 
ever have been suecessfufly undertaken 
by the Defense Establishment were it not 
under one Secretary at the present time, 
hor am I sure that two different Commit- 
tees of the House and Senate would be 
able in the future to agree on the same 
pay structure for all of the services in 
the manner that I hope to accomplish 
next spring. 

“And, finally, there is no doubt in my 
mind but that it would be absolutely im- 
possible for separate Committees to ever 
finally agree on a unified courts-martial 
Manual for the three services. As you 
know, this is a revision which has re- 
eently been requested of the Defense Es- 
tablishment by. this Committee and it is 
my understanding that Secretary For- 
restal intends to submit early in. the 81st 
Congress legislation which is intended to 
accomplish that very thing.” 

During the first and second sessions of 
the 80th Congress, the Senate’ Armed 
Services Committee had referred to it by 
the Senate 376 original Senate bills, 23 
Resolutions, and 108 bills which had been 
passed by the House of Representatives 
and referred to this Senate Committee. 
Of this number, during the First Session, 
the Committee considered and favorably 
reported 79 and, after study, postponed 
er tabled 131. 

During the Second Session the entire 
balance of these bills were given consid- 
eration and either reported or laid aside 
for various reasons. 

Over 125 different measures were con- 
sidereg in all. This required twice week- 

meetings of the Armed Services Com- 
— for three hours at a time, exclu-

sion, Unification of the Armed Services 
and, during the Second Session, Selective 
Service. The hearings on Unification dur- 
ing the First Session consumed all of the 
time of the Committee for a period of 
nearly six weeks while the Selective 
Service hearings during the Second Ses- 
sion took even a greater amount of time. 

There were numerous other items of 
legislation during the First and Second 
Sessions which were considered to have 
been milestones in the history of the 
operation of the Defense Establishment. 
Among those enacted during the First 
Session were the bill for the major re- 
vision of the officer promotion laws, the 
creation of a permanent Wac-Wave 
Corps, the revision of the medical serv- 
ice corps of the Army and Navy, the crea- 
tion of permanent Army and Navy Nurses 
Corps, the establishment of a common 
pay scale for Army and Navy doctors, a 
major revision of the procurement laws 
of the Army and Navy, and bill creating 
the authority for the leasing of industrial 
plants for future wars. 

Similarly during the Second Session 
great importance has been attached to 
the bill authorizing the career retire- 
ments for officers and enlisted personnel 
of the Reserve Corps as well as the bill 
concerning the creation of an establish- 
ment of an industrial reserve of certain 
defense plants, two different bills for the 
authorization of construction of various 
Naval and Military works throughout the 
world. a bill for the revision of the Sur- 
plus Property Act as it concerned various 
old military posts, a bill for the revision 
of the pay authority for gradnates of 
the service academies, and a bill to ex- 
tend the authority for the government 
control over the operation of the tin 
smelter industry in the United States. 

Concurrently with all of this business, 
the Committee regularly considered and 
favorably reported after hearings the 
nominations of all officers of the Army, 
Air Force, Navy and Marine Corps to 
regular appointments as well as for pro- 
motions, For the purposes of accomplish- 
ing the work before it the Committeé ap- 
pointed five sub-committees during each 
session, each of which considered during 
the périod of one month about 25 sepa- 
rates bills each session. 

An estimated recapitulation of the 
time spent hy the Committee in its work 
indicates that approximately 40% of the 
entire available “office hour’ time of each 
Senator was taken up by the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee which was in session on 
an average of over two meeting each 
week out of the five days. as well as being 
in session very often during the after- 
noon while the Senate was also in ses- 
sion. During the first session the Com- 
mittee met in open session 47 times and 
in executive session 23 times in an eight 
month period. During the second session 
the Committee was in open session 60 
times and in executive session on 41 dif- 
ferent occasions. 

As a result of the authority given by 
the legislative Reorganization Act of 
1946, the Committee appointed a staff of 
skilled advisors who had had consider- 
able previous experience in various de- 
partments of Military Establishment. 





Study Lightning vs. Aircraft 

In order that more adequate informa- 
tion can be accumulated on the effect of 
lightning on aircraft. the Panel on Atmos- 
pheric Electricity of the Research and De- 
velopment Board has recommended that a 
questionnaire, prepared and published by 
the United States Weather Bureau. be 
completed in each case of a lightning 
strike on an aircraft. The Air Force, Navy 
Department, and civilian aeronautical 
agencies are cooperating in this program. 

It will be the responsibility of the Air 
Weather Service. Military Air Transport 
Service, to distribute the necessary ques- 
tionnaires, to provide the assistance of a 
meteorologist in completing the forms, to 
collect the forms, and to transmit them 
to the United States Weather Bureau. 

USAF base commanders will insure that 
base operations officers direct the pilot of 
any aircraft that has been struck by light- 
ning to proceed to the weather station to 
complete the questionnaire.

Kadena Air Force Base 

The Kadena Air Force Base, formerly 
a B-29 component of the famed Eighth 
Air Force, is now a 1st Air Division unit 
of the Far East Air Forces, 

When personnel of the Base first ar- 
rived on Okinawa in the summer of 1945, 
organization and continued training for 
overseas operation was the job ahead. 
With the war ended, the mission at hand 
is to maintain airplanes and crews neces- 
sary for the accomplishment of a security 
base. 

In addition to being a military installa- 
tion, the Base is not unlike a small State- 
side community. This factor has been 
made possible only through the efforts 
and teamwork of personnel, both in work 
and social activity. 

Quonset huts and Butler buildings com- 
prise office buildings and shops on the 
Base and comprise the quarters of all 
personnel, although new type barracks 
are nearing completion. : 

The Base Headquarters area, center of 
all administrative activity, houses the 
Finance, Legal, Personnel, Air Inspector, 
Base Communications and Publication of- 
fices, among others. 

Commanding Officer of the Kadena Air 
Force Base is Col. John F. Wadman, from 
Powers, Ore. He has recently replaced 
Brig. Gen, Charles T. Myers, now in com- 
mand of the First Air Division. 

Maintenance and servicing of all Ka- 
dena Based aircraft is accomplished by 
the Air Service Group of the Base. Main- 
tenance and technical schools have been 
established and are available to mainte- 
nance and flight personnel. 

Engineering squadrons are assigned the 
housekeeping tasks of the Base — con- 
struction, road repair and similar proj- 
ects. 

Actual flying of aircraft on all missions 
is carried out by the highly efficient bomb 
squadrons. The highest degree of tech- 
nical skill is required of @ach man in this 
work, All crew personnel undergo exten- 
sive and intensified training. 

The Military Police Company comprise 


. the police force of our community, en- 


forcing military law and regulations and 
acting as friend to all. 

A glance into the recreational life of 
Kadena personnel is a highly favorable 
one. The beaches offer excellent swim- 
ming and relaxation. Fishing, boating and 
picnicing are popular pastimes insummer, 
as are the baseball and softball teams 
which compete in off-island games with 
Guam, Japan, Hawaii and the Philip 
pines. 

In the Fall, when swimming Is still at 
its best, the pigskin makes an appearance 
and leagues are quickly formed. As in 
baseball and softball, many of the foot- 
ball games are played off-the-island. At 
the season’s end, a Rock-Bow!] game is 
held New Year’s Day on the Base. 

When the rainy season sets in about 
December, lasting through April, skeet- 
shooting, hunting parties and basketball 
form the basis of recreation. Shotguns 
are available at all orderly rooms for 
hunting, and ducks are primary targets 
for the Kadena hunter, 

Throughout the year, leave trips may 
be taken by Kadena personnel to Japan, 
Manila and Shanghai, where rest hotels 
afford the most modern conveniences. 

For those who wish to further them- 
selves with study, the Kadena Study 
Center offers more than twenty classes 
nightly. The majority of subjects are 
taught by qualified teachers and college 
graduates. 

The social life of the Kadena Air Force 
Base centers largely about the theater, 
clubs and restaurants. Many units of the 
Base have their own NCO and EM clubs, 
which offer frequent musical entertain- 
ments by local bands, as well as other 
planned activities. An Army Service Club 
has recently replaced the Red Cross Club. 
Known as the Rainbow Club, it Is a fa- 
vorite with many theatergoers after the 
first show. 

Several Officers’ Clubs provide relaxa- 
tion and Saturday night dancing enjoy- 
ment for all officers. 

For an occasional change In meals, or 
for light snacks before lights-out, a con- 
cession of restaurants, operated by the 
Army Exchange Service, offers a wide va- 
riety of meals and lunches. 

Adding to the air of community life at 
the Base are the dependency housing 
areas, where dependents of many Base 
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personnel are housed. Wives, traveling te 
and from the Base Commissary, which is 
the equivalent of Stateside grocery stores, 
are a very familiar sight. 

The Kadena Post Exchange, recently 
enlarged and of modern design, is the 
department store of the community. Offer 
ing everything from books, hardware and 
household utensils, to perfume, silks ané 
linens, it is located in the heart of the 
Kadena Air Force Base, often referred 
to as downtown Kadena, 

This is an inside view of the life, work 
and activities of an Air Force Base in the 
Pacific. The work accomplished by, per 
sonnel here is not heralded as heroic, byt 
rather as a job being well done. 

Morale is high and the mission of the 
Base, always foremost in the minds of ite 
personnel, is successfully carried on. 








The AAF in World War Il 
“The Army Air Forces in World War 
II—Plang and Operations,” first of @ 
seven-volume serics to be published dg 
the University of Chicago Press on a now 
profit, public service basis.

HIS first volume of the series, written 

by a staff of civilian historians whe 
have been given access to all pertinent 
records and documents, is a well-docn- 
mented and authentic record of plans and 
early operations in the air phase of the 
war. 

Purpose of this volume, and the remain 
ing six to be published at about six-month 
intervals, is to provide an accurate and 
objective account of the military air arm 
for students, historians, writers, those in 
public service, and the public itself. 

The first volume deals first with the 
Army air arm before 7 Dec. 1941 and 
more intensively with its fortunes during 
the first eight or ten months of the war. 
For that period of defeat, retreat, small- 
scale operations, and frenzied prepara- 
tion, the editors have described under @ 
single cover AAF activities in every 
theater, 

In telling the story of the AAF"’s share 
in the war, the authors have not confined 
their offering entirely to the efforts of the 
AAF, but have dealt with the operations 
of other services and nations as they im- 
pinged directly upon those of the Army 
Air Forces. 

Lucidly written and with a minimum 
of foot-note and appendical references, 
this book will contribute to an intelligent 
understanding of the elements of modern 
air power and their employment, and 
there is no doubt it will prevent miscom 
ceptions that are apt to arise even —— 
the most enthusiastically air-mind 
people. 

The series was prepared by the Office 
of Air Force History, USAF, under the 
editorial direction of Wesley F. Craven, 
Professor of History, New York Univer 
sity, who was Chief. Operational History 
Branch, AAF Historical Office, and James 
L. Cate, Associate Professor of History, 
University of Chicago, who headed the 
Strategic Bombardment Section of the 
same office, and after June, 1944, served 
as Historical Officer, 20th Air Force.

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Revision of JAGD 


The revised system of military justice, 
which also sets up a separate promotion 
list for the officers of the Judge Advocate 
General’s Department, will not go into 
effect until late next February. However, 
the Act, which was included in the Selec- 
tive Service Act as an amendment; is 
being studied by the Department with a 
view to making preparations for putting 
ft into effect. . 

Although not involving an amendment 
of the Articles of War, Section 8 of the 
National Defense Act is amended to create 
a separate Judge Advocate General’s 
Corps with a separate promotion list and 
provides that all members of the Judge 
Advocate General’s Corps shall perform 
their duties under the direction of the 
Judge Advocate General. The Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s Corps is to consist of a 
Judge Advocate General with the rank 
of major general, one assistant with the 
rank of major general, three officers with 
the rank of Vrigadier general, and an ac- 
tive list commissioned officer strength to 
be determined by the Secretary of the 
Army, but not less than one and one-half 
per centum of the authorized active list 
commissioned officer strength of the 
Armed Services of the National Military 
Establishment who are subject to the 
Articles of War, and, in addition, war- 
rant officers and enlisted men in such 
numbers as the Secretary of the Army 
shall determine. Promotions are to be as 
provided for officers on the promotion 
list. 

With respect to the Articles of War, the 
bill contains many amendments of a tech- 
nical nature having for their pufpose 
clarification and simplification in lan- 

age of certain of the present Articles. 

uch amendments do not affect or influ- 
ence in any substantial degree the basic 
concepts of the administration of military 
Justice. Major changes in the Articles are 
as follows: 


Eligibility of Enlisted Persons for 
Membership on Courts-Martial __ 

Article 4 provides that warrant officers 
shall be competent to serve on general and 
special courts-martial for the trial of war- 
rant officers and enlisted persons. The 
same Article makes enlisted personnel 
competent to serve on general and special 
courts-martial for the trial of enlisted 
persons if the accused shall have so re- 
quested in writing prior to the convening 
of the court. If the request is made, the 
membership of the court which tries the 
case must consist of enlisted persons to 
the number of at least one-third’‘of the 
total membership. Article 16 prohibits 
trial by juniors in grade, if it can be 
avoided, and provides that no enlisted 
person may sit as a member of a court 
for the trial of another enlisted petson 
who is assigned to the same company 0 
corresponding military unit.. - 


Jurisdiction of Special Courts- 
Martial Expanded 

Article 13 provides generally for the 
trial of officers by special courts-martial 
and removes the power of the President 
te except certain classes of persons from 
the jurisdiction of such courts. A new 
type of diseharge is provided, known as 
the bad conduct discharge, which may be 
adjudged by either special or general 
courts-martial, but can only be carried 
fnto effect after the approval of the officer 
exercising general court-martial jurisdic- 
tion and after appellate review in the 
office of The Judge Advocate General. The 
present prohibition against special courts- 
martial adjudging sentences of dishonor- 
able discharge or dismissal] is continued. 

Legal Qualifications of Counsel 

Article 11 provides that the trial Judge 
advocate and defense counsel of general 
courts-martial shall, if available, be mem- 
bers of the Judge Advocate General’s De- 
partment or be officers who are members 
ef the bar of a Federal court or of the 
highest court of a State. It is further 
provided that the legal skills of the prose- 
eution and defense be balanced by the ap- 
pointment of a member of the Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s Department, or an officer 
who is a member of the bar of a Federal 
‘ gourt or of the highest court of a State, 
as defense counsel in all cases in which 
the officer appointed as trial judge advo- 
eate has such qualifications. The right of 








the accused to be represented by counsel 
of his own choice is preserved. Article 46 
also permits the accused, upon his request, 
to be represented at the time of the pre- 
trial investigation of general court-mar- 
tial charges by counsel of his own choice 
or by counsel appointed by the officer ex- 
ercising general courts-martial jurisdic- 
tion over the command. 

“ Law Member—Qualifications and 

Authority 

Article 8 makes it mandatory that the 
law member of general courts-martial be 
a member of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral's Department or an officer who is a 
member of the bar of a Federal court or 
of the highest court of a State and certi- 
fied by The Judge Advocate General to 
be qualified for such detail. The law mem- 
ber must be present during the presenta- 
tion of evidence and when action is taken 
upon the findings and sentence. The rul- 
ings of the law member will be final on 
all interlocutory matters arising during 
-the course of the trial except challenges, 
motions for findings of not guilty, or the 
question of accused’s sanity. 

Unlawful to Influence Action of Court 

Article 88 makes it improper and un- 
lawful for any appointing authority of a 
summary, special or general court-mar- 
tial, or any other commanding officer, to 
censure, reprimand, or admonish such 
court or any member thereof with respect 
to the findings or sentence adjudged by 
the court. It further prohibits any person 
subject to military law from attempting 
to influence a court-martial in reaching 
its findings or sentence, or to influence an 
appointing, reviewing or confirming au- 
thority with respect to his judicial acts. 

Appellate Procedures Strengthened and 

Enlarged 

One of the most important and perhaps 
least understood of the Articles of War 
of the 1920 Code, was that designated as 
5014. Within its purview Congress created 
the tribunals of appellate review of all 
sentences imposed by general court-mar- 
tial. This process of appellate review was 
a distinctive feature of the military jus- 
tice system. Appeals were automatic and 


without cost to the accused. There was © 


little, if any, criticism of this phase of 
the military justice process and the new 
bill retains the fundamental mechanisms 
prescribed by Article 5014, but the article 
is completely rewritten as Article 50 in 
order to provide additional safeguards 
and to clarify procedures. The Article 
makes explicit the finality of sentences by 
court-martial, subject only to action upon 
application to The Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral for a new trial as provided by Ar- 
ticle 53. Of first importance is the au- 
thority of The Judge Advocate General 
and the appellate agencies to weigh evi- 
denée, reconcile conflicts therein and de- 
termine the credibility of witnesses. Of 
equal importance is the introduction into 
the appellate procedure of a new review- 
ing tribunal designated ag the Judicial 
Council. The Council does not supplant 
the Boards of Review which were created 
by Article 501% of the existing law, but, 
generally speaking, except as to cases in- 
volving a death sentence or a general offi- 
cer, the Council will have wide confirm- 
ing powers in dismissal; dishonorable dis- 
charge, and other special groups of cases. 
The processes of review by the Boards of 
Review, the Judicial Council and The 
a Advocate General are clearly de- 
ned. 

Additionally, The Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, under the direction of the Secretary 
of the Army, is empowered by Article 51 
to mitigate, remit, or suspend the whole 
or any part of a sentence in any case not 
requiring approval or confirmation by the 
President. 

Article 53 gives discretionary power to 
The Judge Advocate General, upon appli- 
cation by an accused person and upon 
00d calse shown, to grant a new trial, 
or to vacate a sentence, restore: rights, 
privileges and property affected by such 
sentence and to substitute for a dismissal, 
dishonorable discharge or bad conduct 
discharge previously executed, a form of 
discharge authorized for administrative 
issuance, in any court-martial case in 
which application is made within one year 
after final disposition of the case upon 
initial appellate review. With regard to 
cases involving offenses committed during 
World War II, the application for a new 
trial may be made within one year after 
termination of the war, or after its final 
disposition upon initial appellate review, 





whichever is later. 
Changes in Punishment 

Article 44 provides that in time of war, 
under such regulations as the President 
may prescribe, an officer may be reduced 
to the grade of private whenever a sen- 
tence to dismissal may lawfully be im- 
posed. Article 85 removes the present 
mandatory punishment of dismissal in 
the case of an officer who is found drunk 
on duty and permits the imposition of 
such punishment as a court-martial may 
direct. 

Article 92 has been amended to remove 
the mandatory alternative punishment of 
death or life imprisonment upon convic- 
tion of murder or rape. First degree mur- 
der remains punishable by death or life 
imprisonment, but murder not premedi- 
tated becomes punishable as a court-mar- 
tial may direct. Rape in all cases is pun- 
ishable by death or snch other punish- 
ment as a court-martial may direct. 

Disciplinary powers of commanding of- 
ficers under Article 104 have been en- 
larged to permit officers exercising gen- 
eral court-martial jurisdiction, in peace- 
time or in war, to impose upon warrant 
officers or officers of their command below 
the rank of brigadier general maximum 
forfeitures of one-half pay per month for 
three months, Present provisions with re- 
spect to enlisted personnel, demand for 
trial and appeal have been retained. 





Atomic Energy 

“Some Military and Commercial As- 
pects of Atomic Energy,” was the subject 
of an address this week by Rear Admiral 
William S. Parsons, Navy Director of 
Atomic Defense. 

Speaking at a meeting of the Military 
Order of Foreign Wars of the United 
States, New York Commandery, in New 
York City, Admiral Parsons stated that 
the potency of the atomic bomb is exag- 
gerated. “The radius of destruction is 
very great compared to a pre-atomic 
block-buster,” he said, “but the record 
shows that Germany suffered blast dam- 
age equivalent to several hundred atomic 
bombs during World War II without 
complete loss of military or industrial 
strength.” 

Admiral Parsons also pointed out that 
a “dangerous illusion” which has come 
to be accepted as a fact, igs the belief 
“that large-scale production of atomic 
energy for peaceful industrial use could 
be achieved in a few years if we could 
only rid ourselves of our obsession with 
making bombs.” None of the facts, he 
said, “support any rosy predictions of 
cheap, abundant power from uranium and 
thorium in the foreseeable future,” al- 
though “atomic power units for special 
applications like mobile generators in 
ships and aircraft, and stationary plants 
in which the primary purpose is to pro- 
duce more plutonium or uranium, should 
be in sight in our lifetime.” 

Admiral Parsons continued as follows: 

“Even if there were mountains of pure 
uranium oxide waiting to be mined with 
steam shovels there would still be major 
problems to be solved in the field of nuclear 
physics and chemistry and also metallurgy 
and thermodynamics before the atom could 
compete with coal and falling water as a 
source of industrial electric power. Actually 
there are no known mountains of high grade 
uranium oxide ore, in fact, in most cases the 
ore content is so low that the energy ex- 
pended in extracting the ore more than off- 
sets any nuclear energy from fission of the 
hard-won atoms, 

“I realize that the atomic energy picture 
I have painted is far from cheerful. But I 
feel that it is unfair to blame our troubles 
on the atom, Atomic energy is made possfble 
by the law-abiding not the law-breaking 
habits of the uranium atom. Man could well 
ponder this little electrical system which 
answers the same signals in the same way, 
whether it is in a quiet laboratory or at the 
fiery center of an atomic bomb. 

“In our search for direct dividends from 
atomic fission, we may be too impatient. Ten 
years hence it may be apparent that the in- 
direct venefits are much greater. Thus, radio- 
active isotopes might not cure cancer directly 
but their use might lead to knowledge which 
would permit us to deal with it effectively. 
Similarly, atomic power almost certainly will 
not of itself, make deserts bloom, But new 
discoveries in the field of photosynthesis, 
through use of tagged atoms, might in the 
long-range future, lead to controlled produc- 
tion of food. If this should happen, our 
grandchildren would think of present agri- 
culture as dating in the Stone Age. Such an 
obviously benign result might even shake 
Man out of his perversity and enable him to 
solve his problems in a manner more rational 
and less suicidal than the current vogue.” 





MATS Continental Division 

The Military Air Transport Service, y 
8. Air Force, on 1 July activated the Cop. 
tinental Division of MATS, under the 
command of Maj. Gen. Bob E. Nowland 
with headquarters at Kelly Air Forg 
Base, San Antonio, Tex. General Noy. 
land’s vice-commander will be Cupt. D 
W. Tomlinson, USNR. 

Activation of the Continental Divisio, 
completes the over-all organization of 
MATS, the consolidation of the Air 
Transport Command and the Naval Air 
Transport Service, which was effective} 
June, 1948. At that time the Atlantic ang 
Pacific Divisions began operations with 
combined Air Force and Navy personnel 
and aircraft. 

The primary operational mission of the 
Continental Division will include the op 
eration of domestic air trunk lines, cop. 
necting the four major ports of aerial 
embarkation, Westover Air Force Base, 
Chicopee Falls, Mass.; Brookley Air 
Force Base, Mobile, Ala.; Great Falls 
Mont., Air Force Base, and Fairfield. 
Suisun Air Force Base, Fairfield, Calif, 
with the supply depots of the Air Materid 
Command, located at Olmsted AFB, 
Middletown, Pa.; Wright-Patterson AFR. 
Dayton, Ohio; Robins AFB, Macon, Ga.; 
Tinker AFB, Oklahoma City, Okla. ; Kelly 
AFB, San Antonio, Tex.; Hill AFB, Og- 
den, Utah; McClellan AFB, Sacramento, 
Calif., and Brookley Air Force Base, 
Mobile, Ala. 

The Division will also operate the 
domestic feeder systems which make it 
possible for shippers throughout the 
country to deliver materiel to the trunk- 
line bases, for eventual shipment to any 
point on the globe-circling route of MATS 

In addition, the Continental Division 
will be charged with the operation of the 
coast-to-coast flight of the “Transcon- 
tinental,” making eight round trips 4 
week between Washington and Fairfield- 
Suisun AFB, carrying military personnel. 
The “Transcontinental” represents a con- 
solidation of the schedules of the 
“Statesman” flight, formerly operated by 
the Pacific Division, MATS, and the “Hot 
Shot,” flown between Patuxent, Md., and 
Moffett Field, Calif., by the Naval Air 
Transport Service. 

Other air routes flown by the new Con 
tinental Division will include those for- 
merly operated by the Navy’s Squadron 


VR-3 into the Caribbean area and to Port 
Lyautey, French Morocco. It is planned 
eventually to transfer operation of the 


entire domestic Air Evacuation System to 
the Continental Division, Atlantic Divi 
sion at present conducts the air evacua 
tion of military hospital patients. 

The Continental Division will operate 
scheduled flights from the United States 
which terminate in Alaska. The primary 
operating bases for this flight will be 
Great Falls, Mont: AFB, with the 
Alaskan terminals at Ladd AFB, Fair 
banks, and Elmendorf AFB, Anchorage 
Flights through Alaska to the Far East 
will continue to be flown by the Pacific 
Division, MATS.

Transfer of Enlisted WAVES to 
Regular Navy 


Plans for transferring active duty en- 
listed members of the Women’s Reserve 
to the Regular Navy under provisions of 
the Women’s Armed Services Integration 
Act of 1948 have been announced today 
by the Bureau of Naval Personnel. 

All enlisted women now on active duty, 
who were serving on active duty other 
than training duty on the date of enact- 
ment of the legislation (12 June 1948), 
may apply to their commanding officers 
for discharge for the purpose of immedi- 
ate enlistment in the Regular Navy. They 
may enlist for two, three, four or six 
years in the rates held at the time of dis- 
charge from the Naval Reserve, and will 
be given the opportunity to list three 
preferences for their next duty. Although 
all assignments must be based on the 
needs of the service, they will be reas- 
signed where practicable to the duty re- 
quested. 


Though existing physical standards 
must be met by all transferees, no general 
classification or enlisted qualification 
tests will be given. 

Enlisted WAVES who are 20 but under 
31 years of age are eligible for transfer. 
Applicants over 31 are eligible if sub- 
traction of their number of years of active 
Naval service from their present age 
brings their service age under 31. Waivers 
for over-age may be referred to the 
Bureau of Naval Personne! for considera- 
tion in cases of especially well qualified 
applicants. 

All provisions of law relating to pay, 
leave, money allowances, and other bene- 
fits and emoluments of male personnel of 
the Regular Navy are applicable to 
women personnel of the Regular Navy. 
However, husbands of women of the 
Regular Navy will not be considered de- 
pendents unless they are in fact depend- 
ent on their wives for their chief sup- 
port. 

The transfer of active duty personnel 
under this procedure must be completed 
before 31 Aug. 1948. After that date appli- 
cations must be referred to the Bureau 
of Naval Personnel. Women who volun- 
tarily agreed to remain on active dnty 
in the Nava] Reserve and who do not wish 
to apply for discharge for -reenlistment 
in the Regular Navy may be retained un- 
til 30 June 1949. 

Enlistments for women with prior 
Naval service now on inactive duty and 
for new recruits will be opened about 15 
Sept. 1948. Eligibility and enlistment in- 
formation will be released at a later date. 


First WAC Sworn In 


Tech, 3d Grade Vietta M. Bates of 
Camden, N. J., who enlisted in the WAC 
in March, 1945, was sworn in as the first 
enlisted member of the Regular Army 
WAC by Gen. Omar N. Bradley in a 
Pentagon ceremony this week. 

Sergeant Bates is on duty as secretary 
to the WAC Staff Director of the Military 
District of Washington. Previously, she 
has served at Ft. Des Moines, Ia., and 
with the Congressional Correspondence 
Section at Washington. 

Simultaneously, the Military District 
of Washington established a screening 
center to process active and inactive WAC 
and WAF officers for integration as 
Regular Army officers. The center is 
located at South Post, Ft. Myer, Va. 

The Adjutant General’s Office is con- 
tacting all former or inactive WAC offi- 
cers concerning applications for Regular 
Army service. 








No “Woman’s Viewpoint” 

There is no such thing as a “woman’s 
viewpoint” on the question of National 
Defense. 

This was the 4 July celebratjon asser- 
tion of Col, Mary A. Hallaren, Director, 
Women’s Army Corps, speaking at Lo- 
well, Mass. “Our American civilization is 
shared by every individual in this coun- 
try,” the WAC director declared. “Its de- 
struction would be the destruction of 
liberty for everyone. 

“And if its destruction should ever be 
attempted, death might come to any one 
of us — with a complete disregard of 
whether we are men or women—an im- 
partiality which would not question the 
difference between those who wear a uni- 
form and those who do not.” 





WAC Integration Plan 


Plans for the officer integration pro- 
gram for the Women’s Army Corps, Reg- 
ular Army, were announced by the De- 
partment of the Army. Legislation pro- 
vides that for a two-year period integra- 
tion appointments of officers now in the 
WAC, AUS, and of former WAC officers 
will be made in numbers not to exceed 
500. . 

The Adjutant General has begun mail- 
ing application forms and other informa- 
tion to WAC officers now on active duty 
and in inactive status. These forms must 
be completed by 15 Aug. In the event that 
there is any delay in receiving this ma- 
terial it may be obtained by writing to 
The Adjutant General, Atter'tion: AGSO- 
R, Washington 25, D. C., or Army Area 
headquarters. 

Former officers will send the completed 
forms to The Adjutant General. Women 
on active duty will send the forms through 
their commanding officers. An initial 
screening of applications will be accom- 
plished at the Department of the Army, 
after which officers will receive notifica- 
tion to appear at a designated screening 
center. 

Appointments will be made in four in- 
crements, the first of 40 per cent followed 
by three increments of 20 per cent, at ap- 
proximately six-month intervals. Eligibil- 
ity is set by the law to cover female citi- 
zens who attained their 21st but not their 
46th birthday on 12 June 1948. Further 
standards require that applicants must 
have served honorably in the Women’s 
Army Corps, Army of the United States, 
between July 1943 and 12 June 1948; that 
they must qualify physically for general 
military service. No applicants with de- 
pendents under 18 years of age will be 
considered eligible for appointment. 

Paralleling the integration program for 
male officers, successful completion of a 
general survey test is required, after 
which the applicant will appear before a 
board of interviewing officers.. These 
boards will convene at screening centers 
located in each Army Area, the Military 
District of Washington, and the oversea 
commands. 

Screening centers for WAC officer inte- 
oe will open 5 July and close 30 Sept. 
194 


Final selection will be made in the De- 
partment of the Army by a board of offi- 
cers designated by the Secretary of the 
Army.

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Women Marines 

Initial commissions in the newly cre 
ated Women Marines will be restricted te 
21 war-time officers of the Marine Wom 
en’s Reserve, according to plans now ia 
the process of completion. 

Maj, Julia BE, Hamblet, Director of Ma- 
rine Corps Women’s Reserve, announced 
this week that application forms will be 
sent out to all former Women Reservists 
as soon as present plans are completed 
and approved by the Marine Comman- 
dant. It is anticipated that this phase of 
the plan will be in operation within twe 
weeks. 

Application forms to be sent to former 
Women Reservists who have been or are 
in an active or inactive status, will be of 
three types: two for officers and one for 
enlisted women. Officers will indicate on 
the forms whether they desire to transfer 
their commissions to the regular service, 
or to serve on active duty as Reservists, 
while enlisted women will request con- 
sideration for enlistment in the regular 
Marines. 

A Naval selection board for the initial 
group of officers is expected to be con 
vened by order of the Secretary of the 
Navy sometime in October 1948. A selec- 
tion beard for enlisted women will meet 
at about the same time to consider those 
best qualified for enlistment in the Wom- 
en Marines. No plans have been formu- 
lated, Major Hambiet said, for selection 
of the 10 warrant officers authorized the 
new organization. 

At present there are 8 officers and 159 
enlisted Women Reservists on duty in 
the Marine Corps, with an additional 735 
officers and 2,200 enlisted women in the 
inactive Reserves. By 12 June 1950 the 
Marine Corps is authorized a_ total 
strength of 100 officers, 10 warrant off- 
cers and 1,000 enlisted women. 

No information was available at the 
Navy Department as to plans for Women 
in the Navy. 


Active Duty for WAC Officers 


Pending the officer integration into the 
Regular Army of the initial group of 500 
women authorized by the law establish- 
ing a permanent Women's Army Corps, 
WAC officers will continue on active duty 
with the Army, and former WAC officers 
may apply for return to active duty. 

The WAC officer now on active duty 
must apply for a commission in the WAO 
Section of the Officers Reserve Corps or 
be separated by 1 Oct., 1948, Acceptance 
in the ORC for extended active duty will 
be based on the needs of the service and 
qualifications as proven by past record 
of service, plus the recommendations of 
her current immediate supervisor. If ac 
cepted, a WAC Reserve officer may sign 
Category I or III statement, guaranteeing 
one or three years of service respectively. 

A former WAC officer desiring recall 
to active duty in the WAC, AUS, must 
write to The Adjutant General, Atten- 
tion: AGPR, Washington 25, D. C., re 
questing standard form WD AGO 160, for 
return to active duty. Once established on 
active duty, she may then follow the same 
procedure outlined above in applying for 
a Reserve commission. 

A second choice offered the ex-WAO 
officer is to apply directly for a Reserve 
commission by going to the nearest Re 
cruiting Station or Army installation and 





‘filling out Form 170-1, the same form as 


for male Reserve officers. If active duty 
is desired at the time of such application 
Form 160 and Form 170 should be sub- 
mitted simultaneously. For both recall to 
active duty AUS and request for extended 
active duty Reserve, the rules governing 
acceptance are the number of positions 
open and the eligibility of the applicant.

Maj. Gen. William C. Lee, USA-Ret., 
the first commander of parachute troops, 
died recently at his home in Dunn, N. C. 
Interment was in that city. 

General Lee was assigned to the Provi 
sional Parachute Group at Ft. Benning, Ga 
in February, 1941, and a year later became 
Commanding General of the Airborne Com- 
mand. 

In August of 1942 he became Commanding 
General of the 10ist Airborne Division, one 
of the first two units of its type in the Army, 
and accompanied the Division overseas, where 
he served until June 1944. He returned then 
to the United States and retired from active 
service in October of that year.

Abatement of Taxes 

Only six months remain in which to 
claim refund for income taxes abated for 
members of the Armed Forces who died 
since the start of World War II, 

Public Law 367 of the 80th Congress 
provides for the abatement of Federal in- 
come tax in the case of any individual 
who dies on or after 7 Dec. 1941, while 
in the active service as a member of the 
military or naval forces of the United 
States or any of the other United Nations, 
and prior to 1 Jan. 1948.

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Army & USAF Selections 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Upon determination of the promotion 
list by the Selection Boards, all officers 
should immediately be reduced to their 
permanent ranks, voiding all temporary 
wartime promotions. If this is not dune— 
(for convenience of officers holding un- 
proportionally high temporary ranks)— 
then action should be taken to raise all 
other ofticers proportionally in temporary 
rank to their position on the permanent 
promotion list. The condition should uot 
be permitted to continue where some of- 
ficers are benefited at the cost of others. 

It is senseless to have a permanent pro- 
motion list if it is not to be used, The in- 
tentions of P.L, 381 in this respect cannot 
be doubted. The new order is supposed 
to go into effect on 1 July 1948, or as soon 
thereafter as possible. Any variations in 
accomplishing this will be directly con- 
trary to the provisions of the law. 

Once the new order is established, the 
law provides temporary promotions for 
raising deserving officers above their 
permanent grades “on a fair and equita- 
ble basis,” giving “due consideration to 
age and experience.” To attempt, there- 
fore, to maintain the old chaotic wartime 
system would be to defeat the very reason 
for having Selection Boards. 

As stated in the first paragraph of this 
letter, if all temporary promotions are 
not voided, then action should be taken 
immediately to raise all officers to a tem- 
porary rank proportional to their stand- 
ing on the permanent promotion list. All 
permanent majors who ure not temporary 
colonels should be promoted thereto, All 
permanent captains who are not tempo- 
rary lieutenant-colonels should be pro- 
moted thereto. It is pointed out that, if 
this action is taken, it will still leave them 
junior (in temporary rank) (because of 
the later date of temporary rank) to the 
many permanent lieutenants and captains 
who are temporary colonels or lieutenant- 
colonels. 

Attention is invited to the fact that pro- 
motions to temporary major, lieutenant- 
colonel, and colonel have been frozen for 
two years (because of the anticipated Re- 
duction Program, which was halted). 
Realize that many officers who deserved 
promotion and would have obtained it 
during that time have (1) suffered in the 
usual ways from withheld deserved pro- 
motion, and (2), more important, suffered 
being given a lower rank recently by the 
selections of the Boards, who were largely 
governed by the temporary ranks of those 
being considered.

Editor, ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

A major defect in the efficiency of our 
Armed Forces is directly attributable to 
the ease with which commissioned rank 
is achieved and kept. I believe these 
truths to be axiomatic: 

(a) The success of an Armed Force in 
battle depends more upon its quality than 
upon its size, (b) The quality of an army 
is directly proportional to the quality of its 
leadership, (c) Good officers will select, train 
and inspire good noncommissioned officers 
and, together, they will create and maintain 
discipline, efficiency, esprit de corps and a 
patriotism which transcends the love of life. 
Upon these qualities and upon the degree to 
which they have been instilled into an army, 
rests victory or defeat in battle, the winning 
or losing of campaigns, the final outcome of 
wars and the fate of nations. 

(d) Not alone and barehanded can men who 
modern wars. An armed force must be com- 
plete in all its parts—in its armament, its 
food and in its equipment—and the quality 
and sufficiency of these sinews of war is the 
responsibility of the officers charged with 
the task of winning battles. It follows there- 
fore, that upon the commissioned personnel 
of our Army, Navy and Air Force rest, more 
directly than upon any other class of citi- 
zens, the lives of their subordinates and, in- 
deed, the very existence of the nation they 
serve. 

In order that the commissioned per- 
sonnel of our Armed Services may be the 
best obtainable, the profession of arms 
must be made more attractive to the 
most capable of our youth; and that 
means that it must demand greater re- 
spect and fair and full compensation for 
services rendered and sacrifices expected.

Competition is inspired by the desira- 
bility of the thing for which men com- 
pete; and a lively competition is the 
essence of efficiency. Create that kind of 
competition for commissioned rank and 
it will follow as day follows night that 
our officers corps will be beyond reproach 
and our Armed Forces unbeatable in 
battle. 

The difference between the pay of com-

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Treatment of Nat. Gd. Personnel 


A newly issued joint circular of the 
Departments of the Army and the Air 
Force prescribes that members of the Na- 
tional Guard and the National Guard of 
the United States are entitled to huspital- 
jzation and out-patient treatment in med- 
jeal facilities of the Departments of the 
Army and the Air Force. 

a, Officers, warrant officers, and enlisted 
men of the National Guard: 

(1) For personal injury suffered or disease 
contracted in line of duty while en route to 
or from or during their attendance at en- 
campments, maneuvers, or other exercises, 
or at service schools, under the provisions of 
sections #4, 97, and 99 of the National De- 
fense Act of 3 June 1916, as amended. 

(2) For personal injury (as distinguished 
from diseases) suffered in line of duty when 
participating in aerial flights, preseribed 
under the provisions of section 92 of the Na- 
tional Defense Act of 3 June 1316 as amended. 

(3) For rehospitalization— 

(a) For personal injury suffered or dis- 
ease contracted in line of duty under the cir- 
cumstances outlined in (1) above, 

(b) For personal injury (as distinguished 
from disease) suffered in line of duty in aerial 
fights under the conditions enumerated in 
(2) above. 

(4) During the period of training under 
the provisions of sections 92, 04, 97, 99, and 113 
of the National Defense Act of 3 June 1916, as 
amended, ofticers, warrant officers, and en- 
listed men of the National Guard may be ad- 
mitted to medical facilities for hospitaliza- 
tion or out-patient treatment without refer- 
ence to their line of duty status: Provided 
that this shall not include those individuals 
who are on an armory-drill status except 
officers. warrant officers, and enlisted men of 
the National Guard who suffer personal in- 
jury (as distinguished from disease) when 
participating in aerial flights referred to in 
(2) above. 

b, Officers, warant officers, and enlisted men 
of the Nation Guard of the United States: 

(1) For personal injury suffered or disease 
contracted in line of duty while on active 
duty under proper orders in time of peace 
(exclusive of active duty in the Army of the 
United States). 

(2) For rehospitalization for line of duty 
disabilities incurred while on active duty 
under the circumstances enumerated in (1) 
above, 

(3) While on active duty (exclusive of 
active duty in the Army of the United States), 
members of the National Guard of the United 
States may be admitted to medical facilities 
for hospitalization or out-patient treatment 
without reference to their line of duty status.

The planes, Lockheed F-80A fighters of 
the Strategic Air Command’s 56th Fighter 
Group, will leave Selfridge AF Buse, 
Mount Clemens, Mich., on 14 July and 
will go via Dow AF Base, Bangur, Me., 
Goose Bay, Labradur, Greenland, Iceland, 
Storaway, Scotland and thence to the 
Royal Air Force Base at Odilham, Eng- 
land, 

The planes are expected to arrive at 
Odiham on 17 July and will continue to 
Germany for approximately two weeks 
of training flights before returning to the 
United States next month, Participating 
in the mission will be 36 officers and 56 
enlisted men. In addition to the jet 
fighters, a Flying Fortress search and 
rescue plane, a Superfortress reconnais- 
sance plane, two C-54 and one C-47 trans- 
port will take part in the unique flight.

Trading on securities exchanges con- 
tinued to move through the week at a slow 
pace, slower than last week in fact, but 
prices remained firm with rails and some 
industrials registering fractional gains in 
small lot trading. 

Although the mine workers and op- 
erators have reached agreement on wages 
and working conditions in the bituminous 
fields, owners of the captive mines— 
largely the steel producers—have not yet 
signed an agreement. This has resulted 
in some reduction of steel output, but this 
has not been reflected in the securities 
marts. 

As the securities exchanges seemed to 
mark time, commodities markets started 
into a recession early in the week, caused 
to a large extent by glowing weather and 
crop reports which have come in from 
all sections of the country. However, an- 
ticipated heavy Government buying for 
foreign relief is confidently expected to 
prevent any serious price declines. 

Contrasting sharply with last week, 
new securities offerings have been small— 
less than $50,000,000, but like last week’s 
new issues, new offerings moved at prem-

ium prices to yield the investor less than 
three per cent, but slightly more than the 
2.5 per cent available through Federal 
bonds. 

Construction for commercial and indus- 
trial purposes moved upward during the 
week with all sections of the country re- 
porting sharp increases in building per- 
mits, but residential building moved back- 
ward a bit, while real estate prices re- 
mained at all-time high levels. 

Treasury finished the year with a budg- 
et surplus slightly in excess of $8 billion, 
about 90 per cent of which is being ap- 
plied to the public debt.

Aerial Mapping and Photos 


Transfer of certain mapping ang 
photography responsibilities of the De 
partment of the Army and the Depart- 
ment of the Air Force are set forth in 
JAAFAR 1-11-26, partial text of which 
is as follows: 

“a. The Department of the Air Force wil) 
continue to provide aerial photography, to 
include reconnaissance and mapping photog- 
raphy, as a common service for the Depart- 
ment of the Army and the Department of the 
Air Force; conversely, the Department of 
the Army will continue to provide mapping 
service as a common service for the Depart- 
ment of the Army and the Department of 
the Air Force. 

“b, Effective 3 July 1948, there is trans- 
ferred from tie Department of the Army to 
the Department of the Air Force responsibjj. 
ity for the performance of the following ac- 
tivities pertaining to mapping and photog- 
raphy: 

“(1) The maintenance of liaison with al) 
map, charting, and photo producing agen. 
cies of the United States Government for the 
Air Force, 

“(2) The procurement and maintenance, in 
accessible form, of general information on 
map, chart, photographic, and geodetic ac- 
tivities (including contracts and agreements) 
for the Air Force. 

“(3) The receipt of requests for, prepara- 
tion of directives for, and supervision of the 
execution of programs for the procurement 
of aerial photography required by the Air 
Force and that requested of the Air Force by 
other agencies. 

“(4) The arrangement for the degree of 
classification, and monitoring of the release 
of aerial photography, aeronautical charts, 
and Air Force intelligence photographic ma- 
terial under prescribed security regulations; 
and the dissemination of information perti- 
nent to this function to appropriate agencies. 

(5) The procurement from foreign sources 
of aerial photography, charts, and chart in- 
formation for the Air Force.”

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Widows Pension Bill 
president Truman has signed S. 2825,

WAC and WAF Enlistments

tain exceptions for former members of 
the WAC over 35 years of age.

International Air Exposition 

A hundred Lockheed F-SO Shooting 
Sta S, Standard jet fighter plane of the 
U. S. Air Force, will take part in the 
bizzest air show in peacetime history at 
Ny v York’s new international airport. 

‘wo groups of the 600-mile-an-hour 
ficiiter, holder of the world’s speed record 
for operational aircraft, will be among 
1/ 0 planes the Air Force will assemble 
at New York City for the nine-day Inter- 
aational Air Exposition. 

rhey will lead the way in a vast aerial 
parade over the city on opening day, 31 
July, when the USAF will stage the first 
full-seale review of America’s air power. 
The ‘fly-past” will be the feature of the 
occasion, which has heen designated as 
President’s Day. A squadron of F-80s will 


reviewing stand at 3 p. m., followed by 
200 B-29 Superfortresses. More F-80s and 
other Air Force fighters will escort the 
bombers. 

F-80s will demonstrate precision flying 
and new jet fighter techniques on 1 Aug., 
which has been designated as Air Force 
Day. Throughout the 9-day exposition, 
they will give daily demonstrations of 
simulated attacks in the air and will also 
be on ground display for visitors at the 
airport. 





Engineer Civil Work Projects 

The appropriation of $573,242,206 passed

U. S. Air Force JAG 


It is exnected that President Truman 
will shortly make a recess appointment 
of an officer of the Air Force to he the 
Judge Advoeate General, U. S. Air Force, 
with the rank of major general. 

Under the new Act “to provide for the 
administration of military justice with- 
in the U. S. Air Force.” that Service will 
hereafter administer its own system of 
courts martial by its own Judge Advo- 
cates. For the present it will follow exact- 
ly the existing system as provided for the 
Army. 

When the new Army svstem, set un in 
the draft act. goes into effect next Febru- 
ary it will likewise be applicable to the 
Air Force. Studies are now being made 
to determine whether or not the Air Force 
Judge Advocates would also be entitled 
to a separate promotion list such as will 
then be set up by the Army JAG’s. 

The text of the new Air Force 
(P.L. 775) follows: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled. That 
there is hereby established in the United 
States Air Force the office of the Judge 
Advocate General, United States Air 
Force. The office of the Jndve Advocate 
General, United States Air Force, shall 
be occupied by the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, United States Air Force, with the 
rank of major general, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, 
from among qualified officers of the United 
States Air Force, for a term of four years. 
The Judge Advocate General, United 
States Air Force, shall be charged with 
supervising the administration of mili- 
tary justice in the United States Air 
Force and the performance of such other 
legal duties as may he directed by the 
Chief of Staff, United States Air Force. 

“See. 2. The Articles of War and all 
other laws now in effect relating to the 
Judge Advocate General’s Department, 
the Judge Advocate General of the Army, 
and the administration of military justice 
within the United States Army shall be 
applicable to the Department of the Air 
Force with respect to the personne] there- 
of. and all references in such laws to the 
Department of the Army (War), the 
Army of the United States and its com- 
ponents, the Secretary of the Army 
(War), the Judge Advocate General, As- 
sistants Judge Advocate General, and 
officers of or assigned to the Judge Advo- 
cate General’s Department shall he con- 
strued for the purposes of this Act, as re- 
ferring to, and vesting like anthority, 
duties, functions, and responsibilities in, 
the Department of the Air Force, the Air 
Force of the United States and its com- 
ponents, the Secretary of the Air Force, 
the Judge Advocate General, United 
States Air Force, and officers of the 
United States Air Force designated by the 
Chief of Staff, United States Air Force, 
as judge advocates, respectively : Provid- 
ed, That until the expiration of the trans- 
fer period prescribed by section 208 (e) 
of the National Security Act of 1947 
(Public Law 253, Eightieth Congress), 
the jurisdiction conferred hereby may be 
exercised with respect to personnel of any 
component of the Department of the 
Army who may be under the command 
and authority of the Chief of Staff, United 
States Air Force. 

“Sec. 3. Any officer of the United States 
Air Force who shall have served not less 
than four years as the Judge Advocate 
Jeneral, United States Air Force, shall, 
upon retirement, be advanced on the re- 
tired list to the highest active duty grade 
held while so serving and shall receive 
retired pay computed upon such higher 
active duty grade. 

“Sec. 4. Nothing contained herein shall 
be construed to prevent the prosecution, 
punishment, mitigation, or other action, 
by the United States acting through ap- 
propriate officers of either the Department 
of the Army or the Department of the Air 
Force ag to any offense made punishable 
by the Articles of War committed prior 
to the date of this Act by any person sub- 
ject to military law, and either of those 
departments may enforce or mitigate any 
pena|ty, forfeiture, fine, or liability, here- 
tofore adjudged against such person.”

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Peacetime Disability Pay 

Approximately 43,200 veterans of the 
Regular. Establishments will receive in- 
creases in disability compensation total- 
ing at least $1,611,000 for the first year 
under a bill (S..595) signed this week by 
President Truman. 

The bill provides that the rates of 
compensation for disabilities incurred in 
active military or naval service other 
than in a period of war service shall be 
equal to 80 per centum of the rates payable 
for similar disabilities incurred during ac- 
tive service in time of war. 

In explaining the purpose of the bill, 
the Senate Committee on Finance stated: 

“Under existing law compensation for 
a service-connected disability incurred 
during peacetime is fixed at specific rates 
equivalent to 75 percent of those author- 
ized for such disability incurred during 
wartime. The differential in rates for dis- 
abilities incurred in the two types of ser- 
vices was established after careful study 
by the Veterans’ Administration and by 
the Congress. While your committee be- 
lieves that some differential should be 
maintained in favor of those performing 
wartime service, it is of the view that the 
existing differential should be lowered to 
aid in encouraging peacetime enlistments, 
which are so necessary to the proper 
maintenance of our national defense. 

“As introduced, the bill would provide 
compensation rates for peacetime dis- 
abilities equal to 90 percent_of the rates 
authorized for such disabilifies incurred 
during wartime. Having given serious 
consideration to the various factors in- 
volved in this problem, the committee be 
lieves it would be reasonable and more 
appropriate to authorize peacetime rates 
equal to 80 percent of wartime rates, 8. 
595, as amended, would accomplish this 
objective, and would have the effect of in- 
creasing by 6.6 per cent the existing 
peacetime rates. 

“The Veterans’ Administration has 
furnished information indicating that the 
enactment of S. 595, as amended, would 
provide increased payments to approxi- 
mately 43,200 veterans of the Regular 
Establishment at a minimum cost of $1,- 
611,000 for the first year.”
